Secretary Sherman Deprecates 
the Recent Action of the 
New Tork Banks. 


And Thinks They Had Better Abandon 
tion Scheme. 


The President Again Declares His 
Intention to Protect the 
Southern Blacks. 


Congressmen Arriving at the 
Capital in Large Num- 
bers Daily. 


Inflationists of Last Winter Great- 
ly Moderating Their Tone. 


Greenbacks Now Being Used for the 
Purchase of Gold Bullion. 


THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
SECRETARY SHERMAN AND THE NEW YORK 
BANKS. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Wasutineron, D. C., Nov. 16.—Secretary Sher- 
man says the ‘lreasury Department is not at all 
responsible forthe action just taken by the 
New Yorkand Boston banks concerning the 
standard silver dollar. The propositions sug- 
gested to the New York Clearing-House Asso- 
ciation by the Secretary of the Treasury reiated 
only to the mode of exchanving checks and 
Treasury drafts, together with a request that 
the banks should accept greenbacks in payment 
for Treasury drafts after the Ist of January. 


The banks have decided that after 
the ist of January they will not 
receive silver dollars except as special 


deposits, and expect that their action will 
be followed by a sufficient number of similar 
institutions to drive the silver dollar out of cir- 
culation. This demonetization by the banks of 
a legal-tender of the United States finds no 
favor with the Treasury Department. Secre- 
tary Sherman says they have at least been 
premature in taking such action. They seem to 
have made no allowance whatever for any action 
the President, or Secretary of the Treasury, or 
Congress may take; whereas, before taking the 
matter into their own hands, and saying 
that a legal-tender shall not be legal 
tender, because if the amount of su- 
ver coined each month be not sufficiently 
limited it might in timedbecome of value only 
as so much bullion, they sbould have considered 
that steps may be taken by the Governmen: to 
avert such an evil. Secretary Sherman intimates 
very distinetiy that be and the President will 
recommend legisiation either to limit the 
monthly silver-dollar coinage to an amount 
which would leave no danger ot its depreciating, 


keep it. at par value. He is very sanguine that 
the clear exposition of the advisability 
of some such action will induce Con- 
gress to enact measures io obviate 
the danger of the virtua) demonetization 
of the silver dollar, and, although there is evi- 
dently a backwardness throughout the waole 
country in taking silver, and the law remon- 
etizing it has been completely successful in 
practical operation, be still believes it will be of 
material aid in making the resumption of specie 
payments possible and permanent, and the 
banks, in deciding to ignore silver dollars on 
and after the day fixed for resumption, though 
using silver meanwhile to pay customs duties. 
not only put themselves at war with the silver 
element of the country, but in conflict with the 


Treasury Department.

In 
my message I said”—— and the President 
read as follows: It should be our fixed 
and unalterable determination to protect 
by all available and proper means under the 
Constitution and laws the lately emancipated 
race in the enjoyment of their rights and privi- 
leges. Whatever authority rests with me to 
this end I shall not hesitate to put forth.” 

The President read the last sentence with em- 
phasis. 


THE TRRASU RTL. 
GREENBACKS FOR BULLION. 
Speai Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasutnaton, D. C., Nov. 16.—The Treasury 
Department has commenced its purchase of 
bullion with greenbacks at Denver. During 
this week a quantity has been purchased, and it 
is expected that the bullion transactions of the 
Government will extend throughout the Terri- 
tory. The bullion purchased is shipped East 
through the mails. The Government deals 
directly with the mfhers. The Department ex- 
pects to buy at least $20,000 a week for some 
time, and to extend its purchase to all the gold 
of the Black Hills country. The Treasury De- 
partment will pay the miners the full value of 
their gold, charging only the cost of assaying 
and sending it to Philadelphia to be coined, at 
the transportation rate of 58 cents per $1,000, or 
as third-class mail-matter. The Treasury will 
pay for whatever silver may be found with the 
gold when the value is over 350 cents in the 
amount offered for sale.

COUNTY AFFAIRS UNDER 4 NEW LIGHT 

Whatever the geterdl estimate may be of 
the influence of public opinion of the official 
class, it must be sdmitted that a vote of the 
people sometimes works wondrous changes 
in the convictions of outgoing officers. The 
Board of County Commissioners affords an 
illustration of this fact just now. This 
Board is as yet composed of preeisely the 
same men who have controlled its actions 
during the past year, It was only a few 
days ago that it appropriated the entire tax- 
levy for the coming year, and made arrange- 
ments to expend about $1,300,000 over and 
above’ the interest account in maintaining 
the county departments And institutions. 
The public was then informed that it was 
not possible to retrench one doHar, and that 
work on the Court-House must come toa 
standstill unless the people would vote 8750, - 
000 in new bonds to go on with it. Tae Tu- 
ung denounced this statement as false, and 
mainly through its efforts the scheme for 
borrowing three-quarters of a miMion dol- 
lars was defeated. And now a majority of 
this same County Board discover that they 
were wrong, and that it i possible and 
practicable to cut down a good many items 
of general expense. So far the action of 
the Board, which bas been under Demo- 
cratie control, has been directed toward a 
reduction in those departments which will 
be filled for the next term by Republicans. 
Just before election, for instance, it was 
contended that the prisoners in the jail 
could not be fed for less than 35 cents a day. 
The Democratic candidate for Sheriff was 
defeated and the Republican elected. and 
now the Board has new light) upon the sub- 
ject, and contend that the new Sheriff ought 
to provide better food and more of it at 25 
cents a day. This will make u difference of 
from $10,000 to $12,000 a year in a single 
item. It has also flashed upon the 
County Board since election that Bailiffs can 
get on with $1,000 who formerly required 
81, 200 a year, and the pay of jattitors, watch- 
men, and various other employes has like- 
wise been reduced. The sum of $6,000 was 
saved at a single stroke by wiping out the 
Atlas Department. One attorney was dis- 
pensed with altogether, and the compensa- 
tion of the regular County Attorney was re- 
duced from $5,000 to $3,000 a year. It 
obviously makes a good deal of difference 
whose horse is curried. There will be no 
objection on the Republican side to any re- 
trenchments. which do not impair the 
efficiency of the service. It may be that the 
new Board will be called upon to readjust 
some of the reductions so as to counteract 
partisan maliguity; but, if the present Board 
bas not left a legacy of too much floating 
debt, we have no doubt that such retrench- 
ments may be made in the general expensés 
as will leave mouey from the tax-levy for 
work on the Court-House. In that Case, 
Tue Triscne may fairly congratulate itself 
on having saved $750,000 to the taxpayers of 
Cook Connty. 

MANHOOD SUFFRAGE AGAIN. 
Te the Editor of The VT %hune. 

Curcaeo, Nov. 13. —I have been & reader of your 
paper since ite earliest publication, and have for 
the most part been in aceord with it treatment of 
all subjects of general interest. and 1 fee) that I 
have been in a measute influenced thereby. In its 
views of governmental policy its perspicacity has 
been marked; so you may undefstahd my chagrin 
after reading your advocacy of the indefensible 
doctrine of universal sufflrage-—tbe very root of our 
political evils. It has ever been thy theory that 
one favoring this svatem must either be unsound 
or insincere. There is one word in our vernacular 
that fully charatterizes it—the worl srry. I 
never in all my life nave heard any good reason for 
its embodiment in any system of government; on 
the contrary, the Objections are so numerons and 
#0 obvious tuat | Consider it a waete of time to give 
utterance to them, as they must be patent to any 
mind of ordinary intelligence. Now, as you have 
a mind of more than ordinary intelligence, | pro- 
nounce you insincere, and cannot divime tae mo- 
tive which prompted you to enunciate such non- 
sense. Strkacss, the great Germah thinker and 
philosopher, says that Republics ‘ere! don, not 
upwards, and cites this country and Switzerland 
as examples. We have no statesmen deserving 
the name, and no g¢ntlemen, Thanks to uasivereal 
suffrage! NRVo. 
The writer of the above did not have the 
courage to sign his name to it. In accord- 
ance with our usual practice it should have 
gone into the waste-basket. Bat we think 
it proper to make an exception in this case, 
because the subject is important. There are 
many superficial thinkers aud haif-educated 
persons in this country who hold to the same 
opinions about manheod suffrage that 
Nemo“ advances. 
The objections to manhood suffrage will 
all be met in a straightforward way by con- 
sidering what other kind of sufftage is more 
practicable. Suppose that Nemo“

appointed to draw up a Constitution for this 
country. We cannot belicve that, with his 
claims to intelligence, and in this period of 
the world’s history, he would propose to 
take the ballot away from the people’ alto- 
gether, He would have to agree to some 
qualification of the suffrage, so that only the 
people suitably fitted to vote should have the 
right of suffrage. What qualification would 
he propose? Would it be a property quali- 
fication? If so, what amount property ? 
Where shall the line be drawn? Shall the suf- 
frage be taken away from the poorer classes 
who now enjoy it? If so, who will doit? If 
the man who owned, say, 81,000 h of 
property should be permitted to vote, und the 
man who owned $990 worth should not be, 
the arbitrary and indefensible nature of the 
proposed restriction would at once appear.

a man competent to vote, or to shut out 
below the high standard which might be 
concéived of as sufficient. Scholars are Hot 
the only persons who have the right to be in 
politics, inasmuch as they are not the only 
ones who have interests to be protected and 
political duties to perform. The simple 
ability to read and write, it is now generally 
admitted, is practically no safeguard against 
corrupt voting at all. A large majority of 
the inmates of our jails, penitentiaries, and 
reformatory institutions can read, write, and 
cipher. In too mauy cases, it seems doubt- 
ful whether the great truth that ‘‘ Knowledge 
is power” should not be interpreted to mean 
„power te dupe the ignorant. There is 
ho docttine which ‘has been more 
thoroughly shattered of late years than 
that knowledge, in itself considered, 
promotes a high degree of morality. 
The pulpit has done much to destroy this 
doctrine, and it has been assisted by the ex- 
mplé Of wen Mlustrious for their mental at- 
tainmeuts who have been convicted of mur- 
der, forgery, ballot-box stuffing, embezzle- 
ment, blackmailing, confidence games, and 
‘irregularities in accounts. We shall have 
to dismiss as untenable the proposition for an 
educational qualification. 

Shall those now in enjoyment of the ballot 
who fall below some ideal and arbitrary 
standard of literacy be deprived of their 
right of suifrage? Who will wrest the fran- 
chise from them? Who will bell this cat? 
Is Nemo the mouse to undertake the job? 
There remain the religious, race, and 
dolor tests and qualifications. But these 
are so foreign and abhorrent to modern ideas 
and convictions that they need not even be 
discussed. 

The mérits of this controversy will at 
Ones appear clearly if we examine both sides 
of it. Having inquired, what the interests 
of Goverument are, let us ask what are the 
interests of the people. The advocates of a 
restricted shffrage seem to have forgotten 
that the Government derives its powers 
from the pecple. It has no sepa- 
rute or superior existence. Its purpose 
is the benefit of all those governed,—the 
rich and the poor, the learned and the igno- 
rant, alike. Itis a self-evident trath that all 
the people have an interest in choosing the 
Government whose laws all are to obey. 
The meanest man 1s subject to the call of 
Government in time of war, and is taxed, 
directly of indirectly, in time of peace. The 
meanest man, therefore, has the right, within 
constitutional limits, to a voice in deciding 
what shall be the character of the Govern- 
ment under which he is to live. , 

The drift of all responsible European Gov- 
eruments is in the direction of universal 

Germany. France, Switzerland, 
Holland, and Belgium have already reached 
it; England, Austria, Italy, Spain, and the 
Scandinavian nations are fast approaching it. 
Engiand has almost reached it, and even the 
despotic Government of Russia is making 
progress in the same direction. The Govérn- 
ment of the United States is too firmly settled 
on the principle of manhood representation 
to think of going backward when the world 
is going forward. The Republican party, 
moreover, is too fully committed by the en- 
franchisement of the colored race to man- 
hood suffrage to dream of abandoning it, 
or withdrawing that protection from them. 
There is no reason, finally, why the principle 
should be abandoned. The real danger is, 
not that the illiterate or poor will plunder 
the rich, but that the votes of the masses will 
be controiled by corrupt cliques and auto- 
cratic bodies of men of superior position and 
sharpness, as formerly in France and now in 
the South, so that the liberties of the people 
will be endangered. The best provision 
against this result is not the limitation of the 
suffrage,—foratiy such limitation must neces- 
sarily include among the voters the ambitious 
and corrupt men whose influence is most to 
be feared. If we would guard the people 
against the arts of the demagogues, we should 
elovate the people through the schools, the 
churches, and the press. When this is done, 
the arts of the demagogues will be, for the 
most part, unsuccessful, because the people 
will comprehend and defeat them. 


THE UNITED STATES GRAND JURY, AND 
THE NEW CUSTOM-HOUSE. — ä 

The United States Graud Jury have ad- 
journed over till Monday without making 
their report, but it is pretty certain that they 
will bring in such indictments as will secure 
a thorbugh judicial investigation of the al- 
leged frauds in the construction of the Chi- 
cago Custom-House. There is little doubt 
that the principal persons who have beeu 
charged with complicity or neglect as Gov- 
ernment contractors and officials will have an 
opportunity of establishing their innocence, 
or will be made to suffer a proper penalty 
for their guilt, though some of the guilty 
may escape through the disreputable im- 
munity secured by the statute of limitations. 
It has been stated with a good deal of posi- 
tiveness that indictments will be returned 
against some of the persons connected with 
the construction of the Custom-House build- 


Without prejudice to any one, it is proper 
to commend the Grand Jury’s probable action 
as a movement in the right direction. The 
work on the Chicago Custom-House has 
dragged along for years at an enormous cost 
to the Government. The people of Chicago 
had long suspected bad management, and 
perhaps unfair dealings, in the work. The 
investigation made by Collector Smrra and 
Assistant District-Attorney Tomson re- 
vealed circumstances that strongly confirmed 
this suspicion, and since then there has been 
a popular demand for a judicial inquiry into 
the alleged frauds, and the punishment of 
those who should be proved to have been 
implicated. The Chicago newspapers have 
been unsparing in their condemnation of the 
County Commissioners and contractors for 
the extravagance and jobbery in the con- 
steuction of the Court-Honse; and yet it 
must be admitted that the county building 
makes a better showing on considerably less 


sawing aud hanling contracts, us well as 
that. which gave the contractor 15 per 
cent on all moneys paid out for 
labor. At the time Assistant District-Attor- 
ney Tnomsow made his report, Tun Tap- 
vnn exposed very fully the abuses that had 
been practiced ander thesé vatious contracts. 
If indictments be found it will become the 
duty of Court and jury to fix the responsibil- 
ity for these abtises where it properly 
belongs. There is reason to believe that the 
proceedings of the United States Court will 
not afford so easy an escape as the State 
Courts afforded to the indicted County 
Commissioners and their associaces; and, if 
there have been the fraud and swindling which 
the citctimstances of the case have led the 
Public to suspect, if is to be hoped that Chi- 
cago will set a precedent for punishing men 
who have come to think that it is ne crime 
to rob the Gevernment:

The expectation of the second ad- 
vent of the Savior has always prevailed to 
some extent among the Christians, and it 
was most general during the early centuries 
of the Church. There is, however, a wide 
difference of opinion, or belief, among Sec- 
ond Adventists as tothe probable time, and 
other details. There have always been, es- 
pecially during the present century, those 
who have undertaken to figure out from 
prophecy the exact day on which the event 
would take place. It has béen but a few 
years since a congregation of devout Chris- 


tians in this city worked themselves up to a 


belief that at 5 o’clock in the afternoon of 
a day in April, the heavens would open and 
receive the faithful. In preparation for the 
event, they disposed of their property, aban- 
doned all occupation, and impatiently waited 
for the horn. The calculation of the time 
was considered exact, nevertheless a margin 
was left, which, however, did not extend bo- 
yond midnight. By a remarkable coinci- 
dence there Occurred, late in the afternoon, 
a thunder-storm, followed by a peculiarly 
lurid light, which circumstances were accept- 
ed as the immediate forerunners of the end 
by the excited, anxious worshipers. At 
midnight the people were overwhelmed with 
disappointment, but even for hours after 
many did not abandon their faith in the 


prophecy. 

The Second Adventists are mainly divided 
into two classes—the Pre-Millennialists and 
the Post-Millennialists. The first believe that 
Curist will make Himself visible to His 
saints,—the living and those who died in 
Curist,—and that He will gather them to 
Himself and bear them to their home in 
Heaven. Those who held the recent Confer- 
ence in New York are of this faith. Alike 
Conference was held in London during last 
winter. In the call inviting the attendance 
of all believers to the New York meeting its 


object and aim were thus set forth : 

Now. while casting no word of reproach upon 
those who may dider from us, we cannot be insen- 
sible to the [uct that there hus been a ead decline 
in our times from the clear, vivid, argent faith of 
the early Church ih regard to this doctrine.. Verr 
miny Chrietians have wen taught to think of the 
coming of Curis? as equwalent to thrir own death: 
others regurd it as syH@mymous with the gradual 
diffusion of Christianity. Manv, satisfied with this 
present world, have little desire for the return of 
tue absent Lord; while here and there are those 
who boidiy speax of such an event as onlya f- 
cinating dream, " destined never to be realized. But 
while we lament all tas, and can but regard it as 
analarming symptom of the present state of re- 
ligion, it ix an uccasion for the profoundest grati- 
tude that there has witain the last few ycars been 
such a powerful and widespread revival of this 
ancient faith. 

Eminent men of the Presbyterian, Bap- 
tist, Methodist, Congregational, Dutch Re- 
formed, and Reformed Episcopal Churches 
were appointed to read papers on the sab- 
ject at the Conference. Many divines from 
abroad were invited and attended. Among 
the letters from those unable to be present 
was one from the Rev. Tuomas H. Varn, 
Bishop of Kansas, who thus explains his 


faith on the subject : 


The great principles which I accept are that 
Cunist will come, that He will come in the same 
form and in the like manner in which He ascended; 
that His feet will stand apon Mount Olivet; taat 
the remnant of Israel shall be gathered into tneir 
old land of Palestine, where the blindness shall 
be taken from them. and they will acknowledge 
Messiah, ours and theirs, and become the great 
preachers of the CanrstT; that When Me comes He 
will judge (i. e., rule or govern) Among the na- 
tions, and this will be the millennial period, 
whether of 1,000 years, as we count time, or 360 
times that period, counting each day fora year; 
thai at His coming there will be a first restrrection 
of the just, who will enjoy His smritual kingdom 
during the millennial period; tuat after this there 
will be a season when Satan shail again exert his 
power, at the end of which season the second 
resurrection and the change to the incorruuttole 
shall take place. and the final judemeat or decision 
as to the destinies of individuals will be holden, 
aod the world shall pa away, and time sball be 
no more, and eternity will be entered upon by all. 

Dr, Gnar, Dean of Cambridge, Massachu- 
setts, in his letter, holds to the pre-millen 
nial advent of our Lord as the only natural 
and honest interpretation of the Scripture, 
and this interpretation he embodies in the 
following scheme: 

First—This Church period, intercalated detween 
the rejection and acceptance of the Kingdom, ends 
with the ever-imminent appearing of Cuaist, when 
will occur the rapture of the Church. 

Second—TVhen ensues the last week of Daniel, 
whose events are also set forth in e Apocalypse 
from Chap. iv. During this week occur the :eturn 
and restoration of tae pious Jews, the rise and 
subseqnent wickedness of Antichrist in the re- 
stored Roman Empire, the great trioulation which 
ends with, 

Third—The coming of Cunter with his saints, 
when ensue [iis victory over Antichrist; the con- 
version to Him of restored Israel; the return of 
the rest of Israel; the outpouring of the Spirtt 
upon all flesh in cOnnecthon with the ministry of 
this believing Israel; the millennium, during wien 
Jerusalem shall be the joy of the whole earth. over 
which the Lord, the Son of Davip, shall rule in 
equity. 

Fourth— At che end of the millenmum the out- 
break of sin again; the final victory; the jedy- 
ment; the new earth, wherem dweileth right- 
€ousness.” 

Dr. Spunceon wrote that he believed in 
the personal coming of Cuntsr, but was not 


a star-gazer. He said: 

I cannet write about the second advent save only 
that I look for the Lord to come in like manner as 
He went away, —viz.. in person, Of the dav and 
the hour I know nothing. i desire to wait 
and to wateh,-but not to stär-gaze. . If 
ever I have morc light Iwill spréad it, but at pres- 
ent 1 look for the Lord to come, but 1 kuow not 


last undertook to oaleulate the time when, 
according to prophecy, the world was to end. 
In due time he figured out his calculation, 
and placed the date on April 24, 1843. His 
ehronology was elaborate. He deduced from 
prophecy, first, that the length of the world 
was to be 6,000 years, This brought him to 
1843; seeond, that Pagan Rome was to last 
666 years, aud Papal Rome 1,290 years ; 
thus, Pagan Rome began 158 Fears 
B. C.; Pagan Rome ended A. D. 508; 
Papal Rome lasted for and ended 
1,290 years after; but this period he in- 
terpreted as meaning, according to Dantat, 
the thousand three hundred and thirty 
days,” which be put down as 1,335 yeara, to 
follow the end of Pagan Rome in 508, mak- 
ing a total of 1,843, which he claimed was 
the end of the world’s existence. During the 
time intervening between the publication of 
these predictions and the time fixed, Mi- 
had & grand anti éontinued revival, and had 
thousands of followers. His preaching pro- 
dnted a widely-extended extitement. Out 
of that teaching, which wes then called 
Millerism, there grew a church organiza-‘ 
tion, called the Second Adventists, which has 
grown into a large body, having its churelies 
in all parts of the Union, and also its 
alliances with similar organizations in Ea- 
rope. It is pertinent to add, that, though 
the second coming of Cunter was strongly 
expected by the early Christians, the Roman 
Catholic Church has rejected the teachings 
on that subject, holding simply to the doc- 
trine expressed in thé Apostles’ Creed, that 
Curist, after his crucifixion and death, rose 
on the third diy, astendéd to Heaven, and 
“sitteth at the right hand of God the 
Father, whence He shall eome to judge the 
living and the dead” E 


WOMAN AS AN INVENTOR. 

Invention is the order of the day. E- 
plorers in the abstract sciences, students in 
physiolbgy and biology, metaphysicians, pub- 
licists, and économists must stand aside for 
the time being to make room for the prac- 
tical fellows who are utilizing the researches 
of others, and who propose to increase the 
comforts and conveniences of mundane ex- 
istence, and at the same time reduce the cost 
thereof. The little Village of Highland 
Park, near this city, has just been the scene 
of a testimonial to one of its residents, in 
which men of great attainments aud high 
positions joined in a tribute to the genius 
there which originated the idea of the tele- 
phone. Mr. Gray, living, modestly in a 
Western hamlet, has not failed, to receive 
his share of the honors peid to the invention 
of the little instrament which enables 
people to talk with one another at u distance 
of miles with as much ease and satisfaction 
as if they were side by side. Mr. Epison is 
regarded as one of the most remarkable men 
of the century, and the promise of what 
he may yet accomplish enters upon 
the domain of romance, aud makes 
the Arabian Nights tales tame by compari- 
son. The wildpst schemes now arrest public 
attention. People are prepared to put faith 
in almost anything in the shape of machin- 
ery, and high honors.and rich rewards await 
successful invention in almost every direc- 
tion. 

It is not strange, under these circumstan- 
ces, that women, and especially the American 
women, should enter the field and claim a 
share of tho laurels. The opportunity is 
larger, and the prospect of sticecss more se- 
ducing, than the somewhat empty privilege 
of standing in a line of roughs on a rainy 
day and voting with a minority. Miss Har- 
niet Hosuxn, already famoys as a sculptor, 
has taken the lead in this new field for wom- 
en. Recent foreigh correspondence has given 
a description of some of her projects. She 
has actually invented a bit of machinery 
which enables piano-players, orchestral musi- 
cians,and conductors toturn the leavesof their 
music without interruption. This will be a 
blessing to audionces as well as musicians, 
though Miss Hosmer regards it as a 
trifis. She has also invented a process for 
transforming common limestone into marble. 
There have been repeated experiments with 
the purpose of accomplishing this, on the 
theory that marble is only limestone a little 
better cooked in the molten state of our 
planet. Miss Hosmer has proceeded upon 
the same theory; but, instead of using the 
dry heat of a furnace to do the cooking, she 
has subjected the limestone to steam pres- 
sure, supplying moisture and facilitating a 
rearrangément of the crystals. But even 
this improvement on Nature is regarded of 
secondary importance by the ambitious 
scuiptress,who has also invented a new proe- 
ess of modeling with plaster of Paris and 
white wat, which is said to be à great im- 
provement upon workfhg with clay. But 
Miss Hosmer’s chef dure is the alleged in- 
vention of a new moter. The secret is not 
yet revealed, but a machine of four.horse 
power is now in process of construction. The 
announcement that the new motive power is 
produced by the application of a permanent 
magnet” to the machinery will excite con- 
siderable incredulity, because it partakes of 
the delusion of perpetual motion, which has 
wrecked the lives of so many enthusiasts. 
Nevertheless, Miss Hosmer claims, and her 
friends confirm the statement, that she has 
convineed practical machinists and scientific 
men that her invention accomplishes what 
they all pronounced impossible before they 
saw it work, 

Whatever the outcome of Miss Hosmmn’s 
new motor may be, she certainly starts out 
with one essential condition of the true in- 
veutor, for her claim to originating the new 
magnet is already disputed. One J. Ltxtox 
Ouaruax, ulso an artist, and’ temporarily in 
New York, says that he is the real inventor, 
and that the only rights Miss Hosmer has in 
the machine were acquired by her advancing 
asum of money for the purpose of enabling 
him to pursue the nevessary experiments 
and for completing the necessary models. 
To this some of Miss Hosuxn's friends in New 
York reply that they Know of their own 


possess in- 
gentity, faith, patience, tetmelty, and 
endurance in @ ramatkable degree, and 
all these qualities are of servicein the work 
of. invention. Educational opportauities are 
now open to one sex on almost equal terms 
with the other, so thas women need be at no 
disadvantage in the way of attainm 
There is a womanly faculty of abstraction 
which can be made to do good service. A 
mater: ſumilias oan revolve the most intricate 
problems of doinestic life while she is knit- 
ting a stocking or minding the childreh. 
Why should she not be able to devote herself 
to problems of invention with equal facility 
and under equallyglistressing circumstances ? 
The ingenuity which constructs a new bon- 
not out ot au old one, and makes 4 five- 
dollar bili go further than five times as much 
in the hands of u man, ought to be eqnally 
fertile when applied to machinery. Women 
have attained the front rank in art, as in- 
stance Miss Hosier herself and Rosa Box- 
nevr; in fiction, like Groner ETLTor; in po- 
etry; like Mre. Brownie ; in biography and 
philosophy, like Miss Manriwzav; and in 
science, like Mrs, Somenvitim,—why not in 
invention ? '

THE DECORATIVE-ART LOAN EXHIBITION. 

The Devorative Art Society of Chicago 
was formed, if we understand its purpose 
correctly, primarily to assist a number of de- 
serving women wlio mnke the sale of mall 
articles of household adornment a means of 
livelihood, and, secondarily, to educate and 
satisfy the taste of weSlthier people for 
beautiful things: It will not be disputed 
thut both these ends art worthy. Nor will 
it be disputed by those who are familiar with 
the work of the Soviety sinee its organizu- 
tion that it has dbné a good deal to realize its 
aims. It has been so successful; indeed, that 
it has now undertaken a larger enterprise 
than before. This is a loan exinbition of 
the most noteworthy specimens of decorative 
art work in Chicago. The arrangements for 
the exhibition are already well under way, 
and it will opon in the vacant building N°. 
65 Washington street on the evening of the 
2ist inst. 

The exhibition will not be confined, it 
should be understood, solely to decorative 
art work. There will be some notable paint- 
ings on exhibition, including a new Bov- 
evenzau and Mr. Heaty’s Princess of 
Rouniania.” There will be also collections of 


‘rick earpet-stulfs and rags; an illustrative 


line of cétamic ware, arranged in the same 
suggestive tray as at the Exposition two years 
ago, and under the same able supervision ; 
now designs in furniture, and relics from 
Queen Axxx's age; fancy and skilled needle- 
work, old laces, heirlooms in bed-hangings 
and coverings, curtains, brocades, historical 
dresses and costumes, and everything else 


in the department of household art that is 


calculated either to please the eye or stimu- 
late the taste. There will be in one part of 
the exhibition a small room to be known as 
the Chicago Room,” which will be under 
the charge of a prominent architeet of this 
city, and will be arranged as it is hoped the 
rooms of the future in Chicago will be. In 
another place will be found the exhibition 
proper of the Decorative Art Society, most 


of tke articles in which will be made by | 


members of the Society or its clientele. 

The object of this exhibition is partly to 
make the Society better knowa to the peo- 
ple of Chicago. For this reason the fee of 
admission after the first night will be fixed 
at the low rate of 25 cents. The price of 
admission on the opening night, when music 
will bs furnished, will be $1. After making 
itself known, the most earnest desire of the 
Society is to commend its work to the favor 
of the public. It hopes to accomplish this 
not only by showing that homes are made 


beautiful by its influence, but by illustrating 


the manner in which they are beautified. It 
hopes also to give many persons who would 
otherwise have no means of seeing the art- 
treasures that are contained in a number of 
private houses the opportunity of seeing 
them. Last and most important of all is in- 
tended to be the missionary work of the 
exhibition. If it shall encourage any large 
part of the communi-y to form a higher ideai 
of what the home should be, it will not have 
been in vain. All these objects ate praise- 
worthy, and we accordingly commend them 
and the projectors of them to the kind eon- 
sideration and patronage of the public.

THE BANKS AND SILVER. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Mn wann, Nov. 15.—The near approach to 
resumption adds interest to facts about bapk- 
ing. Ina recent interview of Tus TRIBUNE 
correspondent with Milwaukee bankers, a vital 
difference of opinion among the financiers was 
plainly discermble. Alexander Mitchell. from 
se cautious expression of his views, was ap- 

. opposed to a bank policy which would 
antagonize the political power of the Goverp- 
ment. Mr. Mitchell, it is well known, has 
opinions on the financial question which are 
radical. He is hard-money, without compro- 
mise; but bé thinks that a war between the 
financial institutions of the country and Con- 
gress would destroy resumption, would encourage 
andj stimulate shallow political Jdemagogy in 
Congress abd among the parties, and would 
business interests. On the other hand, 

the National-Bank men appear to think that a 
bold policy on the part of the banks hostile to 
the silver policy of Congress affords the only 
safe ground for resumption,—* satisfactory re- 
sumption,” as it is termed by Mr. Camp, Cash- 
fer of the First National Bank, of Milwaukee, 
which is probably the most direct and ablest 
representative of the National-banking interest 
in this State. The National Banks are evidently 
hostile to silver. Col. Brodhead, President of the 
First National Bank, intimated that if the Gov- 
ernment would not jock up its own silver as 
fast as the banks might undertake to 
buy it in and it up in their vaults, so as to 


keep it out of circulation. Whether this was 

or whether it is among the actual plans 
of the national bankers, tame will deterinine. 
The suggestion, at least, was full of significance. 
That a thorough understanding exists among 
the National Banks on the subject, or that such 
an understanding will be reached, does not 
admit of a question.

says that be has seen repestedly sewer-filth io 
the water at the pumping-works, where the 
hatchery is located, and at times he feared that 
it would prove destructive to the infant fry which 
be was nursing with such tender care. All of 
Health Commissioner Wight’s efforts to drive 
away diphthe scarlet fever, and typhoid fever 
will not avail, if we and our children are to 
have spelis when we can drink nothing but di- 
luted sewage. A a couple of days ago the dark 
outflow from the r@ver, as seen from the biuffs, 
approached clear to the Water- Works pier. 

There are two plaus to help us. One is to 
extend the Water-Works piet and pipe further 
out into the lake; but if that should be done a 
lighthouse would have to be built and kept at 
its outer end. The other plan is to remove the 
pumping works north of North Point, and 
to bring the water from Whitefish Bay, 
as is suggested by Mr. Hilbert. 
The latter place, though extensive, would place 
a barrier—the bold - juttiug promontory known 
as North Point—betweev the mouth of the 
river and the source of water supply, which 
would, for many vears at leagt, prevent the mix- 
ture of the infernal river jastiness with the 
aqueous fluid used by many of. our citizeag for 
the purpose of diluting our stronger beverages. 

TRADE NOTES. 

During the past ten days much speculative 
interest has centered upon the hog product. 
Gommercial reports show that the daily 
receipts and shipments at the Mi- 
waukee yards are unusually large. The 
especial interest in the business is due 
to the fact that a decided adyance in prices is 
anticipated for the winter. Plankinton & Ar- 
mour are already packing between 2,000 and 
3.000 porkers daily, running their establishment 
al most to its entire capacity. The other pack- 
ers are busy to au extent making at least 12.000 
hogs daily killed and packed. The market is 
unnaturally low. Why farmers should dispose 
of their stock so freely is not explained. Tae 
product of Wisconsin and adjoining States is 
not noted as being much more cxtepsive than 
during preceding years. Hence it ts believed 
that the market will soon be better. There is 
animation at the vards and all backing estab- 
lishments, aod shrewd speculators throughout 
the city and couptry are turning their attention 
in that direction.

Having in view the success and prosperity of 
the Chicago Exposition, Milwaukee manufac- 
turers and mercb«ats are contemplating a simi- 
lar enterprise.

THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CHic Ado, Nov. 16.—The seventh section of 
Art. X. of the Constitation provides that the 
county affairs of Cook County shall be man- 
aged by a Board of Commissioners of filteen 
persous, ten of whom shall be elected from the 
City of Chicago and f¥e from towns outside of 
said city, in such manner as may be provided by 
law. J 
The General Assembly pas provided for the 
election of these Commissioners by dividing the 
county mto six districts, and this year five 
Commissioners were elected. 

Their terms of office are for three years, and 
begin on the first Monday of December after 
their election, and they hold until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualited. 

They have the entire control of the taxes and 


expenditure of moneys, and of the affairs of 
Cook County; are invested with as much power 
as thas of the old Roman practors. 

Sec. 62 of Chap. 34 of the Kevised Statutes, 
pp. 308-9, provides for stated meetings of the 
Board of Commissioners, and is as follows: 
They shail have regular mectings on the first 
Mondays of December, March, June, and Sep- 
tember of each year.“ They shall be known as 
“The Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County,’’ and as such Board of Commissioners 
shail have the management of the county 
affairs of said county, and shall exercise the 
same powers, perform the same duties, be 
subject to the same rules, regulatious, and 
penalties as prescribed by law for the Board of 
Supervisors. 

‘be law governing the meeting of the Board 
of County Commissioners does not provide for 
constant meetings, and the custom which has 
grown up during the iast few years of being 
„always in session is an utter perversion otf 
the law and a great abuse of their privileges. 

‘Their compensation, as fixed by law, is $2.50 
per day for the time actually and. necessarily 
engaged in the discharge of his duties as a 
member of such Boara, to be paid on the order 
of the Board out of the County Treasury, and 
mileage, five cents each way, for necessary travel, 
and no other allowance or emoluments, directly 
or indirectly, for any purposes whatever. 
(See Revised Statutes, p. 502, Hurd*s Revision.) 
This statute is entirely disregarded py the Com- 
missioners, we understand, notwithstanding 
Sees. 213 and 214 of the Crijfpinal Code, 
which are as follows: ais 

Sec. 213. If any officer authorized by law to 
charge or receive fees, salary, or bav. hall charge. 
Claim, demand, or take any greater ½. salary, or 
pay than such as is by law allowed tS him for the 
service performed, or shall charge, cl zu, demand. 
or take any fee, salary, or pay, or sl knowingly 
charge any fcc, salary, or pay, when hy fee, salary, 
or pay is allowed him by law, or whejethe services 
for which such fee, salary, or pay is.gsarged have 
not been performed by him, or by . other per- 
son for him, he shall, on conviction ber this sec-

ng of the Constitution, and that 
the Board could not reduce their salaries during 
their term of office.

A party in the country offered hogs in this ma- 
ket Saturday at 2%c per 100 lbs to be delivered 
next June. He stated tnat he had bought his 


shoats at $1.50 per head, and could make money 


by the operation, owing to the present cheapness 
of corn. : 

Some of our provision operators are bezinuing 
to feei quite alarmed at the situation in pork prod- 
ucts. They say that hogs are as cheap in Buffalo, 
and lower in Cincinnati, than here, which is the 
reason why hogs have recently come from a long 
distance East to be killed in Chicago. Mean- 
while Cincinnajyi ie offering her product 
at lower prices then we, and = attract- 
ing custom, while we are piling 
up the product of nearly 200, 000 hogs per week. or 
sending it away to find a market elsewhere. They 
say that country points are also packing more freely 
thun ever before. and offering their stuff in our 
market at lower prices than our packers can afford 
to sell at. They argue, therefore, that hogs should 
go still lower, and must touch about 2c per Id on 
the hoof before they can be handled without loss. 

There may be some force in ali this, andit may be 
that both hogs and provisions will go much lower 
than now. But one cannot forget that hogs are 
already very low, and that there are always people 
whose leading policy is tocry down prices at the 
opening of winter, and cry them up at tne end 
of the season. The sitnation is certainly 
a difficait one to deal with. The 
European markets are so much depressed that they 
do not permit shipments from this point within ge 
per lb on our quotations for meats, except on 
some fancy cuts, and there is no doubt that they 
will decline further if we set them the example. 
When, however, our long clear middies can be 
bought in Liverpool at a very small fraction over 3 
pence per Ib (29s per 112 Ibs), it does look as if 
things must be near bottom. 

The official stock taking, reported in another col- 
umn,*shows that a very small percentage remains 
of the product of the 4,500,000 hogs packed here 
during the past twelve months. The wonder is not 
so much that we have nearly 50,000 bris old pork 
on hand, as that we have so little staff left. Cer- 
tainly the outlook would be stronger if there were 
less on hand; but it is scarcely half of 1 per cent 
of the whole quantity of stuff made in the past 
year. 

The leading produce markets were tame on 
Saturday. Hogs were easier, and provisions dull 
in consequence, with a downward tendency in 
meats. Darley and oats were sironger. apd other 
grain exhivited little change. Receipts of wheat 
continue large at this and other points, Detroit 
reporting 111 car-loads for Saturday, and a decline 
of Ic. while foreign markets were tame. 

Dealers in staple and fancy dry goods were doing 
a fair business forthe time of year. Few buyers 
were to be seen, Out the mails brought a liberal 
number of orders, and the aggregate distribution 
equaled the expectations of reasonable holders. 
Jobbers of groceries were fairly busy. Both 
staple and fancy articles met with a very 
good demand, and previous prices were uniformly 
well sustained. Dried fruits were unchanged. 
Domestics were not moving as freely as could be 
desired, but for foreign varieties there was a satis- 
factorily active call. Canned goods were active, 
and most kinds were firm, peaches and small fruits 
especially so. Fish remained quiet and steady. 
Oils, paints, and colors were unchanged. Leather 
was firm. Coal and wood remained as previously 
quoted. 

At the lumber yards trade was reported to be 
good and prices steady, Western merchants are 
ordering freely, and tne trade with IIlinois and 
Indiana dealers is gaining in volume. The cargo 
supply was light Saturday, and afew sales were 
effected, with old prices readily obtained. The 
reports from the pineries indicate that the lumber- 
men will make a vigorous effort to secure a crop of 
logs which will exceed that of last season, unless Old 
Probs ehould again forget to give the winter its 
usual accompaniments. But eren another mild 
season would not be likely to seriously interfere 
with lumbering operations, as the extensive im- 
provements in the pine tegions this year have 
placed the lumbermen in a position where they are 
almost independent of weatner conditions. Wool, 
hides, and seeds were quiet and unchanged. The 
sales of broom-corn were again large at recent 
prices, and the receipts coutinue liberal, 
especially of grades below good medium. The hay 
market was sow. Potatoes were steady and had a 
ready sale, the five cars being taken dy shippers. 
Poultry was slow and weak, the weather being 
against carrving it, and only choice fresh stock 
sold promptly. 

Lake freighis were dull and nearly nominal at 
Zuc for coru by sail to Buffalo. Room was taken 
or 60, 000 bu wheat aud 160, 000 ou corn. 

Through rates by lake and rail were quiet at 
13% corn and 14%c wheat to New York, and 
16c corn to Boston. Lake and canal rates were 
nominal at 10@10%c on corn and lic on wheat to 
New York. 

Rail freights were unchanged. Grain was quoted 
at 30c per 100 lbs to New York, and fourth class 
at 35c, which includes meats.

tle, which, as Lierbert Spencer has pointed out, 
was built by some feudal Baron polely with a view 
to utility, aad with no propbeticivision of its eflect 
upon the sentimental traveler, If a ruined castle 
be picturesque, why not its contents. only in a 
lesser degree? To be sure an article of domestic 
use Or ornament can never have zue dignity of the 
dwelling itself, but the stateliest of architectural 
piles would be gloomy and forvigiding bere! of its 
pictures, its furniture, its tapestfies, and its thou: 
sand suggestions of life. 9 

Henry James in The nales says of Ger- 
trade, the young woman impatigni of her Puritan 
ancestry, thatshe inwardly exclaimed on bebold- 
ing the apartments of her cousip, tae Baroness, 
What is life without curtains?’ and she appear- 
ed to herself to have been leading hitherto an ex- 
istence singulariy girish and destitute of festoons, 
This feeling of Gertrude was tomer darkened soul 
the Aurora of household art. Lie portieres of her 
cousin had awakened her to the sinfulness of 
doors. ' 

The love of the beautiful ia usyally an instinct, 
but there are many who, through study, have ac: 
quired a new sense; and in the end a ner judg: 
ment than those who have remained content with 
Nature's gift of ocular enjoyment. No one need 
despair of attaining an intelligent appreciation of 
works of art, and the first step toward it may dest 
be taken by the careful examination of those 
minor objects which come under the gencral de- 
nomination of bricavrac. 

It is only a boorish Philistinism that sneers at 
the lovers of bricabrac. The man uno idly 
gazes at an amphora or any of the countless grace- 
ful forms oequeathed us by the potters of antiqui- 
ty, deeply as he may dispise suco things, is un- 
consciously reeciving an education of the eye that 
will in time cayse him to dislike the ugiy and the 
false, Staring Wacantly into the fire and taking in 
atthe corners pt his optles a Zumpse of a haud- 
some poker, amornamental shovel. a fanciful coal- 
scuttle, he is Betting the rudiments of that art- 
knowledge wien will give significance to the Ma- 
donnas of Raphael and make the sibyls of Michel 
Angelo seem something better to him than tours 
de force in caicimining. Raphael and Angelo once 
understood, Ahe stadent of pokers and fire-shoveis 
can ascend Mito those higher regions where dwell 
the vid Greeks, from whose fragments there is 
more to be iGarned than from all tue productions 
of modern art. 

All this has been written in order to again call 
attention to the approaching loan exhibition which 
has been so energetically undertaken by the ladies 
of the Society of Decorative Art. At this exnibi- 
tion, which we hope wiil have very few sins to 
answer for in the wav of painted candles and cat- 
glass e. mad clad for the coming winter, 


the wayfaring man may guietiy begin that con- 
templation of beautiful vdjects which be has deen 
promised shall lead upto the right understanding 
of the higher forms of art, of which many exam- 
ples will be on view. U. 


ACADEMY Or DESIGN. 

The election of officers at the Academy of De- 
sign week before last fixed the udministration in 
the same hands which have held itfor the last 
year. 

Tae Board of Trastees is permanent, so that the 
business afiairs of the institution are subject to 
no change, but the President and other officers 
are elected aonualiy. Mr. J. H. Dole con- 
tinues President, and Mr. French remains 
in immediate charge of business, schools. etc. 
The schools now contain about ninety pupile of ail 
kinds, and the task of restoring the Academy to 
prosperity moves steadily forward. ‘The plan 
which poseesses most interest to the public is a 
projected exhibition of pictures and series of re- 
ceptions, which it is intended to open about Dec. 
20, and, if arsangements can be madc, this exhi- 
bition will be permanent. It is expected that a 
part of the pictures will come from the East, others 
be contributed by local artists, and perhaps some 
espace be given to schoo! work, some of which is 
worthy of exhibition. With a good exhibition, the 
subscription-list of the Academy would be largely 
extended, and with the additional material of 
study for the schools, which itis hoped soon to 
procure, the classes will be proportionately in- 
creased. 


THE RACE MURDER. 
WHAT LAWYER TRUDE SAYS ABOUT IT. 

Now that Lesser Friedberg has taken hi- case out 
of Lawyer Trude's hands, and accepted Gus Van 
Buren, the former gentieman has determined to 
teil what he knows about the Race murder. Fried- 
berg tells a long story about Mr. Trude's avarice, 
and claims that he has $585 cash for services ren- 
dered thus far in the case, and then only consid- 
ered himself half paid. Mr. Trude retaliates 
by saying that the blood of Officer Race is. upon 
Friedburg's hands as mach as upon the man who 
fired the fatal shot. Briefly, the points made by 
him are these: Friedburg came to this city after 
having been witha the Dave Cummings gang of 
thieves on a $15,000 silk robbery, selling the 
‘* swag” for $8,750, and cheating the thieves out 
of their share. This brought him into disrepute, 
and New York thieves would ‘*fence”™ with 
him no more. During his stay in this 
city he fenced for several gangs. and notably 
for ‘*Sheeney George, to whom he had svlicited 
an introduction. and Mr. Trade says that 7 
Seavey yesterday came into possession of tele- 
grams proving that Friedburg handled plunder 
taken mn a dozen burglaries in Pennsylvania. He 
claims also that Charles Wiiliams, alias Dennis, a 
client of his, will return to this city and squeal ail 
that he knows, and he knows it ail, for he it was 
who wasinthe wagon. Mr. Trude says it will ve 
clearly proven that Friedberg did know that the 
goods were coming, and, indeed, planned the 
burglary; that be tried to square Officer Race 
who was traveling that beat by paying an exorbit- 
ant amount for a suit of old clothes which the offi- 
cer tried to sell nim, and that it was a sache! which 
Friedberg had given the burglars during the day 
in which the stolen handkerchiefs. were packed. 
Also, that Fried>ere kept watch outside his 
store while the goods were being taken in, 
and, upon seeing Otficer Race approach, ran iu and 
gave to one of the tuſeves a revolver which he had 
in his desk, the exact counterpart of those founda 
in Harvey's house. And finally, that when he saw 
tuat Race was not to be baffled, Friedburg squeak- 
ed out. Croak him! Croak him! Lawyer 
Trade is for the defense of **Sheeney”™ and 
Charles Dennis, alias Williams. und it is plainly evi- 
dent that he is afraid that Friedberg's squeal wii 
be accepted by the State's Attorney before taat of 
his prisoners. As the case stands at present, the 
stories of neither party are complete or accurate, 
but if the squabble continues the truth will surely 
leak out.

THE TIDE OF BATTLE ONCE MORE TURNED, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CIAO, Oct. 6.—In the old Abolition strug- 
gle I nad littie hope of seeing Slavery abolished, 
and only worked iu blind obedience to the great 
command, Open thy mouth for the dumb! 
Plead the cause of the poor and needy !’’ 

The Great Captain had issued His orders and 
assigned me my post, aud all I had to do was to 
stand fast and obey to the best of my abil- 
ity, even though I expected nothing but defeat 
in my day. Others talked of “ Truth crushed 
to earth“ rising again; but 1 remembered, that 
civil and religious liberty had been utterly 
crushed in France and Spain, centuries ago, by 
the fires of persecution, and knew that Truth 
was still prostrate u those once favored lands. 

In our own country, Slavery nad steadily pro- 
gressed from its first introduction. It had been 
victorious in every contest; had grown from an 
evil to be tolerated fora time, into an institu- 
tion before which all others must bow; and was 
steadily pressing on toward that time, foretold 
by Toombs, when be should call the roll of his 
slaves on Bunker Hill. 

John Randolph bat spoke plain truth when he 
said, in the United States Senate: We govern 
our black slaves of the South by our white 
slaves of the North. We have driven you to the 


wall, and will drive you there again, and next 
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had bullied the North into granting 
constitutional guarantees to Slavery even walle 
it was so odious to padlic seutiment that its 
name was carefully excluded from the Consti- 
tution. They had even Congressional repre- 
sentation for their chattels personal. They oad 
taxed the North ior the purchase of Louisiana 
and the large increase of this chattel repre- 
sentation. Year by year they compelled the 
North to support — of se rendered op- 
pressive by the enforced ignorance of the South- 
ern masses. Thev demanded a tariff to dest roy 
Northern shippiag interests; and, after this was 
accomplished, demanded Free Trade to break 
down the manufactories which had taken the 
place of shipbuilding and sailing. They pro- 
posed the Missouri Compromise, and curried it 
with a high band, aod, after they had received 
their quid pro quo, tarved and demanded its 
repeal. 
Tuey made war on a weak nation with whom 
we were at peace, and wrested Texas from her 
to gain slave territory. They made woman- 


whipping and baby-stealing national institu-, 


tions, and made it a penal offense to teach men 
to read. They boasttully trampled on that 
clause of the ‘Constitution which guarantces 
freedom of speech and the press, and converted 
press, pulpit, and forum to ther owu vile uses, 
until **on the side of the oppressor there was 
power,” and all national guarantees of Freedom 
were ground under their heels. 
Northern statesmen were so much dough in 
their Kneading-troughs, and Northern divines 
became “dumb dogs, which opened not their 
mouths to give warning of the coming destruc- 
tion. Presidents who would not be used to 
further their ends d ed of eating strawberries, aud 
made room for their tools; and, by one of these op- 
portune deaths, they were enabled to reach into 
every Northern home agd sanctuary, and make 
it a criminal offense to feed the bungry, ciothe 
the naked, or giye shelter to the homeless 
stranger. They assumed to compel every 
Northern man to play bloodhound at the com- 
mand of any slave-catcher who might require 
his assistance. They had corrupted the public 
conscience, and made our courts of law and our 
churches a stench in tue nostrils of all good 
men, until it seemed vain to hope tor the regen- 
eration of a people so false to their history and 
prolessions. 
But the darkest day for Freedom iu this land 
was that on which Slavery, Popery, and Democ- 
racy iormed their triple alliance. Not until this 
alliance had been strengthened and cemented 
by national victories did Siavery dare to strike 
openly at republican institutions and the Na- 
tion’s life,—-vounting on much more ellicient 
aid from its allies than any they were able to 
rive. 
1 in the struggle which preceded this step, the 
tide of battle nad turned. After a long and un- 
broken succession of victories, Slavery sustained 
her first defeat at Lawrence, Kas., when ber 
citizens repelled by force of arms the murder- 
ous and savage assault of the hired rutllans 
of the Peculiar 'nstitution. When the news 
of this victory reached us, I Said, Thank God! 
the tide of battle has turned; and, from that 
day, Freedom tovk courage and gained ground. 
But, when the Rebellion was upon us, and both 

arties were fighting for the preservation of 
slavery, I could not see why the Government 
should be successful any more than the Ke- 
beliion. 

What could the Lord want with such a peo- 
ple! He had governed this world à long time 
without Yankees, without tais pretended Re- 
public, and was now dashing the two parts of 
it together as a man might two earthen 
vessels, dashing them for mutual de- 
struction. But, when Fariy threat- 
ened Washington, and 1 knew there 
was nothing to hinder his coming in among a 
people ready to welcome him with open arais, 
the contrabands gathered in the streets by thou- 
sands, dumb with terror; and one ragged moth- 
er, with a ragged infant at her breast, ard two 
ragged children hoiding by ber skirts, appealed 
to me, saying: 

O Missus! Missus! does ve t’ink dey will 
git in!“ 

Her face | bad never before seen, but knew it 
should have been shiny-black, instead of ashen- 
gray as it was; and in an instant I knew what 
this Goverament was good for. False, and 
fickle, and iaithiess as it was, it must stand be- 
tween those poor people who bad fled to it for 
protection,—stand between tiem and the tvrants 
from whom they had fled; and 1 said to her, ia 
full confidence: 

No! no! They will never get in, and never 
throw a siell inside the city-limits. Go home 
and be comfortable. You are sate.”’’ 

I was certain taatit mustbe so. No matter 
for our unworthiness, uu was our work to de- 
liver the oppressed out of the hand of him that 
spolleth him“; aod this work we would do, as 
surely as Jonah went to Ninevel in spite oi 
himeelf. 

Well, the Government was preserved, and 
the slaves made iree in name; but, after the 
mutual surrender. of Grant and Lee,—the dis- 
arming of our allies and tae arming of our still 
implacable foes by President Johuson; after 
we had increased the representation oi the 
Rebel States by entranchising the negroes, 
and had handed them over to their 
old masters, that the oligarchy might reverse 
the Randolph rule, and govern its white slaves 
of the North by ite black slaves of the South; 
after we had made Loyalty disgraceful) and dau- 
cerous, and Rebeilion honvorabie and safe; after 
we had handed the Government over to its mortal 
enemies, and apologized for saving it from their 
murderous attack. —I did conclude that ‘we, 
the people” of the United States, had reached 
that stage of madness whieh presaged destruc- 
tion. But yesterday’s elections are avother 
crisis, a turning point like those of the Lawrence 
fignt and the Eariy invasion. Day dawns, and the 
coming sun has kissed the mouatain-tops | 

Our magnauimity is uot à base surrender of 
overy principle of honor and every claim of jus- 
tice. We are wiliing to forgive and forget, and 
could even laugh at the thought oi being for- 
given by the men we might have hauged, and 
should have disfrancuised; out we do not pro- 
pose to be very severely punished for failing in 
this duty. 

Brother Jonathan is rather awkward and 
good-humored, and does not mind turning tle 
left cheek to tne erring sisters who have smit- 
ten him so sorely upon the rigut; but he will not 
permit them to rifle his pockets, put cinders in 
his eyes, aud a bowie-knife under his fifth mb. 

They have taken away his coat, and he may 
give them his cloak also; but they must not m- 
sist upon stripping him entirely. He will bear 
a good deal, but there is a limit to his forbear- 
ance; and of this fact he has given notice at 
the ballot-box, on that brightening 5th of No- 
vember, 1878. 

May this notice prove the forerunner of such 
action as will redeem .our Nation from the 
threatened disgrace of having made pledges 
she is unable or unwilling to fulfill. May 
the future historian be able to say that her 
Freedmen were indeed made free, and not 
merely made to excbange one form of slavery 
tor another. May it de said of us, and that 
truly, that we detended our weak and faithful 
allles of the War from the after-vengeance of 
the common foe; and that, in making peace lor 
ourselves, we did not forget or negleet to take 
care of them. And may it especially be record- 
ed that those loyal citizens of the Souti who 
stoutiy refused to be coaxed or driven into re- 
bellion, were honored and made secure iu their 
rights by the triumph of the Union they loved. 

Nay, 1 trust it js not too much to hope that 
histor; shall say of us that we exccuted judg- 
ment upou the murderers of the Chisolms and 
the Hamburg patriots, and stopped a rvign of 
murder by the strong arm of Law. 

Yea, as Hope spreads her pinions, I can even 
imagine that it might yet be said of us that, in 
this Nineteenth Century, we found out the use 
of that article in our Constitution which binds 
us to guurantce to every State of the Union a 
republican form of government, and also dis- 
covered that a shot-gun government is not re- 
publican. 

May the North ever be tender to and patient 
with the South,—reacv to sympathize with her

back than Moses, How came it that, 
away back, so grand a conception was given 
to primitive man? Modern science showed 
a marked ideality between the recorded 
procedure and that of scientific research. 
This old record, compared with the record 
01 on the rock and the soil, was 
y Wonderfully correct. It albthe curious scientific 
facts known now had been crowded into this 
description, it would have been unintelligible to 
the earlyrace. The Garden of Eden had been 
heid to be a literal ststement of fact. Mr. 


Beecher believed that it was an ailegory, full of 
spiritual meaning and answering: parables 
of our Lord. It was sup that Adam and 


Eve were created in perfect manhood, and that 
their posterity were made to depend on their 
acts, and that by their guilt we were to be 
adjudged sinful, and to be damned because 
A ate an apple. That might do for a theo- 
logical seminary, but not for common-sense 
people. The Roman Church baptized infants to 
cure original sin. The theolomans held that 
every man bad two kinds of sin, inherited and 
actual, and that baptism was to clear out the 
inherited sin and give a man a fair chance to sin 
on his own hook. A lamb in a wolf’s den was 
al Man was a fallible being, temptable, 
mutabie, That fact was in the allegorv. As mu- 
table and liabie to fall into sin, he represented 
his posterity. The flood was next. This was a 
record of fact, but whether of such facts as 
supposed was doubtful. Betore men knew 
of Alriea and America and the vast 
oceans, and when they supposed the earth 
to be no doubt there was a _ great 
deluge, and so far as they could see the whole 
carth was covered with water, and some beasts 
were saved in an ark. But to suppose that all 
the earth was destroyed, and that twos or sev- 
ens of every creature down to a bug or a mos- 
quito were preserved in the ark, was too much 
lor Mr. Beecher to swallow. How could Noah 
gather or stow away couples or sevens of ever 
500,000 different abimals “ We were to inter- 
pret the flood as those did to whom the record 
was given. The Tower of Babel was an expla- 
nation of the different languages of the globe. 
This record was no doubt the best explanation 
that could be then given. When men were di- 
vided and scattered there grew up languages 
suitable to the wants of men, Here was the 
record of a basis of dispersion, but not that, in 
the same hour, men began to talk in different 
languages. The knowledge in the record of the 
Old Testament from the first appearance of man 
en the earth down to Abraham, must have been 
very small. Thousands of thousands of years 
must have been unfolded without a record. 
How ignoble the race was when we first got a 
giance of it, and how rade, and crude, and 
merely animal. They understood none of the 
laws of the globe or the laws that ruled it. 
Man knew nothing of himself, so far as the rec- 
ord showed. No man knew that he had a 
beart ora liver,—in which the Devil resided. 
[Laushter.] Not a word of instruction was 
given as to rigut or wrong, or any ethical sys- 
tem. Men were wanderers, savages, and the 
life of society which was slowly evoived was not 
known. What provision was there for worship 
during the period before Abraham! There was 
no priest, and little if any knowledge of wor- 
ship. There was no Church, and the attempt to 
carry it back was done by such violent and im- 
robable stretchings of fact asought to make an 
— man retch. How restricted, too, was the 
knowledge of God and of His teachings. There 
was no literature of Jehoval. The Eternal and 
the Creative was talked to the race until a very 
late period. Moses gathered all together, and 
the Creation, the Garden of Eden, aud the Flood 
was all the result. These records showed the 
beginnings of the human race, and they gave us 
a chance to compare the knowledge with ours. 
They had ne knowledge & a future state, judg- 
ing by this record. But believing that it was 
the way of God to develop by revelation as the 
ages went on, the record was of great valpe. 
Suppose the preacher was to take one of tue old 
pictures ot angels and fill them out according te 
modern notions of angels, the picture might 
look better, but the record of a past age would 
be gone. Mr. Beecher read the Bible now with 
much more pleasure than in his childhood. He 
heard therein the whisperings of God tothe 
primitive man. The bottom of society represent- 
ed the beginning of the world, and as God be- 
gan with carly man, so we had to begin with the 
savage now. 
Mr. Beecher closed dy urging on his hearers 
a careful and intelligent perusal of the Bible, 
claiming that by the light of modern s-iences 
and criticism it only became more wonderful and 
beautiful, and was entitled to our admiration 
and regard. 


METHODISM. 
THE WONDERFUL GROWTH OF WESLEY’S FOL- 
LOWERS. 


Bishop Daggett, of North Carofina, recently 
delivered an address at the Oertenary Method- 
ist Church, St. Louis. on “The Progress of 
Methodism During the Nineteenth Century.” 
Methodism, said the learned Bishop, was a 
religious movement which is not indicated by 
the title which it bears. Although that title has 
become distinctive of it, itis not so by defini- 
tion because it is not expressive of its peculiari- 
ties. Applied either seriously or derisively, it 
has been adopted as & permanent cognomen, 
and it has been converted by its adherents into 
a grand denominational designation. Nor is 
Methodism, properly speaking, a doctrinal 
movement. It brought po new or startling 
theplogical dogma into existence. It was not 
professed to bea revelation or a new creed of 
Christianity. It was based substantially upon 
the existing formulas of the Church of England, 
except that it eliminated its Cal vinistic and ritu- 
alistic elements. 
What is Methodism! It is a type of Chris- 
tianity which, while it holds in common witb all 
Christians the fundamental principles of divine 
revelation, maintains an exclusive and consist- 
ent interpretation of its doctrine. It teaches 
the doctrine of total depravity, the necessity of 
immediate salvation, attested by the perfect 
witness of the Holy Spirit, the duty of entire 
sanctification, of a holy Hife, of good works, and 
of perseverence therein until death. It enjoins 
not only strict attention to the ordinances, but 
a reguiar observance of certain prudential 
means of grace in accordance with them, as sub- 
sidiary to final salvation, It adopts the itine- 
rant mode of evangelization. It may be defined 
according to its spirit rather than according to 
its form. It may be epitomized, in the words 
ot Dr. Chalmers, as ‘Christianity in earnest.“ 
In its proper sphere it was as genuine a refor- 
mation in the eighteenth century as was Martin 
Luther's in the sixteenth The latter was prin- 
cipally a reformation from the errors and 
superstitions of Fopery, while the former 
was a revival of the extinct life of orthodoxy 
itself. Taken ectionally, it cannot boast 
of a remote antiquity. Its entire history does 
not comprise more: than 140 vears; but the 
question of antiquity does not affcgt either its 
integrity or its validity, since it does not pro- 
fess to be, and is not in any sense, a new reve- 
lation, but merely the reassertion of tbe spirit- 
ual prerogatives of the full revelation which 
God has given. And it makes its appeal exciu- 
sively to that infallible standard, and its adber- 
ents demand that it be judged by that tribunal 
alone, —they will surrender to no other court of 
jurisdiction whatever. 
The audience were reminded of the birth of 
Methodism, when, in 1739, eight persons went 
to John Wesley to be instructed ip the plan of 
redemption. That small fountain has extend- 
ed into an ocean, that germ into a forest which 
shakes likes Lebanon. In that feeble gathering 
was concentrated a vitalenergy which was to 
form itself into an organism of robust capacity 
and of gigantic proportions. It possessed ele- 
ments which separated it from the surrounding 
multitudes and which identified the members. 
Atthe commencement of the nineteenth cen- 
tury Methodism had been in existence sixty 
years. After marvellous vicissitudes, romantic 
achievements, and remorseless opposition, it 
bad assumed a definite and compact existence. 
It bad taken a shape which settled 
its permanency be ond question. It 
had acquired aname and & place in history, and 
become a living factor amongst the agencies of 
Protestant Christianity. au 1800 it had estab- 
lished its operations in all of tne ya cities 
and towns and villages of England, Ireland, aod 
Wales. From New York, its salient point in 
America, it had spread in ail the then existing 
States and Territories of the United States. In 
Eugluud it aad consobaages itself into a per- 
fectiy organized and jegaily recognized body, 
with all the apoliances of an effective ecclesias- 
tical system, working itself from the lower 
classes—for whom vo organization never did 
more good—up to the highest strata of society. 
It demonstrated the problem that Christianity 
can civilize as well as save. In 1800 it had only 
188,065 members and 687 traveling preachers, in 
Europe and America. In the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere it bas since extended from Engiand, Ire- 
Wales into France, Italy, Germany, 
Denmark, Hoiland, Sweden, Nor- 
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vance the masses 
He held that Metnodists now could 


gate of 1,072 literary institutions. In 1878 the 
reported number of ministers iu all the branches 
of the Methodist Church is 27,812 traveling 

reachers and 69,180 local preachers, making a 

tal of 96,992 preachers. In the absence 

of canonically ordained ministers a requisite 
number of assistants had to be raised from the 
laity. Henceforth Methodism was never to ex- 
act any definite degree of theological or collegi- 
ate education as indispensable, although it can 
claim to have within its ranks as learned a body 
of preachers as any church. It has got preach- 
ers to sun all occasions, all ranks, and all condi- 
tions of socicty. At this day no pulpit on earth 
always amore imperial influence over the pub- 
lic mind than the pulpit of Mcthodtsm. The 
legislative machinery ot the church was de- 
scribed as peculiarly elastic and plastic, adapt- 
ing itself to all emergencies and all the requirc- 
ments of the times. He claimed that its perfec- 
tion was such that there was less {friction in its 
internal economy than in anv other administra- 
tive structure organized by tue genius of man. 
Its material progress is absolutely confounding. 
The church property alone was estimated at 
the last census to be worth $69,854,121. Allow- 
ing for the past six years of the present decade 
its value now must be between $80,000,000 and 
$100,000,000, with aa annual income of $20,000,- 
000. Then take the numerical progress of the 
members of the church. In 1800 the members 
amounted to 188,065; in 1877 the number was 
4,172,579, which, with the ministers, amounted 
to 4,500,000. In its Sunday-school department 
there are no less than 3,663,738 scholars, with 
488,090 teachers. Is was not too mach to say 
that 16,000,000 were under the influence of the 
Methodist Church. This was not all. Meth- 
‘odism had been the means of bringing back 
hundreds of thousands of Protestant Christians 
to the other churches. When the final day of 
reckoning came it would be found that the debt 
of Protestant Christianity to Methodism was 
great beyond measurement, while the debt of 
Methodism to other branches of Protestant 
Caristianity was almost nil. 

What was the future of Methodism? Would 
it die out, and was it now decaying! He admit- 
ted that there was a tendency nowadays to de- 
part from first principles. uch of the old fire 
and energy and the native simplicity were want- 
ing, aud fashion was creeping in. But he pre- 
dicted a glorious future. He believed that 
there would be a renewal of the old spirit. 
Methodism was no longer a small sect, ridiculed 
by the learned, the wealthy, and the witty, and 
reviled at by the degraded. it had earned for 
itself a place in Protestant Christianity. It did 
not present its claims to the exciusion of other 
branches of the Christian Church, but was 
braced up forthe race in the Christian life. 
The reverend Bishop drew a number of word 
pictures of Methodism—of Wesley and his eight 
students, of the Gospel plan of salvation, of the 
love-feast with the water and bread, of the trav- 
eling preacher, penctrating the forest and cross- 
ing the prairies, of the camp-meeting, with the 
thousands of voices rising up in praise on the 
fragrant air, of the missionary ship, with sails 
outspread, ready to start, of the giad tidings, 
of the church, of the prayer-meeting, of the 
family altar, of the schools of learning and the 
literary institutions, and lastly of the Metho- 
dist Centennial. in a few touching words he 
referred to his experience of half a century, and 
expressed the hope of meeting his hearers in 
Heaven at the next Centennial. 


PALESTINE DISCOVERIES. 
IDENTIFICATION OF MOST OF THE PLACES MEN- 
TIONED iN. THE BIBLE. 

St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 

A few years ago two works of the greatest 
importance for the thorough comprehension of 
the Biblical narrative were commenced almost 
simultaneously, and both are now far advanced 
towards their conclusion. Both were planned 
and have been carried out by England, and one 
—the revision of the translation of the sacred 
text itself—has received highly valuable assist- 
ance from the labors of a committee of divines 
engaged in the same cause in America. The 
other, the exploration and survey of the Holy 
Land, bas been conducted under the auspices of 
the Government of Great Britain, upon a scale 
equal to that of the famous Ordnance Maps of 
England and Ireland. In many respects the 
new maps and the accompanying illustrations 
of Palestine are even superior to these. They 
cover more than 500 square miles of the most 
important portion of the Holy Land, laid down 
on a scale of one inch to a mile. This is large 
enough to show almost everything on the 
ground. Not only the cities, and the towns, and 


the rock-cut wine-presses, are marked with mar- 
velous accuracy upon the twenty-six large sheets 
of which the whole map is composed. Even 
the plantations of olives, figs, vines, and palms 
are distinguished, and the Roman milestones 
and many similar relics of antiquity are insert- 


ed. More than 9.000 names have deen 
collected, catalogued, and translated, so 
Tat the descriptive meaning of the 


nomenciature and its relation to the He- 
brew can at once be ascertained. This is an ex- 
traordinary development of the principles laid 
down by Kari Rigger in his Erdkunde, for by its 
means, witha IMle aid from chronology, the 
student can buiid up again for himself the Pal- 
estine of Joshua, of David, of Herod, or of 
Baldwin, and compare any one of these epochs 
with the country as it is to-day described by 
some of the eluborate. pamphiets and books 
published under the superintendance of Sir 
Moses Montefiori, or the works of the theusand 
and one travelers who have dwelt upon the 
scenery, the manners, and customs of the land 
whose associations appeal to the affcction and 
yeneration of the Christian and the Israelite 
alike, and even the Mussulman Ulema, teaching 
with the Koran in his hand in the Mosque of St. 
Sophia. 

Henceforth the hilisides of Carmel, the rich 

plain of Esdraeion, and many another historical 
sceve in Holy Writ, wiil be invested with a very 
newness of life. For it appears that of the 682 
Bivlical names of places in Western Palestine, 
not including certain doubtful words in Ezra 
and tbe Chrogicles, no less than 434 have been 
identified with their modern terms. Cana and 
Capernaum and Al are now recognized almost 
beyond dispute in Kefr Kenna, Minieh, and 
Haiyan. The tombs of Eleazer and Phineas, of 
Adishua and Ithamar, have at last been posiiive- 
ly identified in the Village of Awertah, and there 
is no longer any reason to discredit the tradition 
which places the tomb of Joshua in the hamlet 
of Kefr Harris. Amongst all these new discov- 
eries there is a remarkable instance ol the value 
of philological studies in elucidating the prob- 
lems of ancient history, and of the new impetus 

which the revision of the Scriptures, when com- 
pleted, will certainly give to the discussion of 
geographical as well as theological questions. It 

happens that in Judges, xv., 8, and in the passage 
referring to Samson, in which it is said that 

“ne went down and dwelt on the top of the 

rock Etam,“ the word top is a mistransia- 

tion, and should be either cleft or chasm. This 

mistake has long puZzied antiauarians, but it 

has at last been explained. The rock Etam is 

now Atab, and Mr. Conder, one of the chief ex- 

plorers, bas found there a cave precisely adapt- 

ed to the retreat of the strong champion of 

Israel. It is called Hasuta,—the Cave of 

Refuge,—and is 260 fcet long, 13 wide, and from 

5 to 10 feet im hight. All about it, the names 

and traditions prove that it wasinthe neigh- 

borhood of the scene of Samson’s exploits, and 

this single incident shows the learning and the 

care with which the survey has prosecuted its 

work, and the bright ligat which has been 

thrown upon so many points which have been 

hitherto dubious or entirely unknown. 

There is another anda very singular point, 


and especially because the controversy respect- 
ing the autnenticity of the Fourth Gospel is now 
raging more hoily than ever. The precise site 
of Bethabara beyond Jordan, where John bap- 
tized, has not hitherto been determined 
with anything approaching to certainty, 
and those who rejected the fourth evangel 
argued that, if the generaily-received 
site were the true one, it must have been 
eighty miles from Cana, and, therefore, in 
those days it would have been impossibie to 
have made the journey in three days, according 
to the narrative of the first and second chapters. 
Now the exploration has shown that there are 
forty fords across the Jordan, the name of only 
one of which, Abara, means a passage, or a 
ferrv, and is only twenty-two miles from Kefr 
Kenna, the ancient Cana of Galilee. If, then, 
Bethabara the correct reading and not th- 
any, Mr. Conder argues at great length that 
Abara was the scene of the baptism of the 
Savior. What we have said indicates the na- 
ture of many of the results of this great under- 
taking. When the maps and the accompanying 
indices, memoirs, and descriptions are at last 
published in such a form and at such a price as 
will make them accessible to the general pub- 
lic, it will be found that

If Christ is a vine may we uot expect at least 
yearly crops of vintage, aud is it best to bottle 
up the new wine of this year, for fear there may 
be an end of production! 4 other words, is ii 
dest that preachers who differ from a majority 
of those in the same organizations should either 
remain in these organizations, or form others 
which shall survive them! Are we to suppose 
that the ministrations of Prof. Swing are of 
less value to the world because he may have no 
successor, because no man will step into his 
place and continue bis work wher he is no 
longer able to pursue it? Are we quite sure 
that this is the exact kind work which will 
be needed next century, or @ven next year? 

His ideas may be antiquated filty years hence, 
and we may need a mad ig MeVies er's to pro- 
claim everlasting hell-fireand blue flames of 
brimstone without end. It is quite certain that 
the opinion of the world pever can alter the 
facts of eternity, and that, whatever these 
facts are, they are without reference to our 
ideas on the subject. it is only as our opinion 
affects our conduct that it is a matter of mo- 
ment, and, if the world discovers that a gospel 
of mercy fosters a reign of crime, it will soon 
exchange its ideas of Divine benevolence, and 
worship the God who punishes iniquity, and 
so protects the virtuous from the aggressions of 
the wicked. ~ 

I only to-day received a letter from a friend 
living away on the frontier, and in it she says, 
J would like to hear Dr. Thomas, or any 
other man who could persuade people to be 
good for the love of God, not for fear of the 
Devil; but am afraid no ene can do that, for 
The fear o hell’s the hangman’s whip to hold 
the wretch in order!’ and the world cannot get 
along without the whip. Suppose there is no heli 
and what are we going to do with Alva and Jett 
Davis?“ 

No doubt Divine wisdom ean dispose of them 
so as to answer all the ends Of justice, and yet 
show no lack of mercy. A belief in eternal tor- 
ments did not prevent their being what they 
were and are; and only that creed which makes 
men better can be worth preserving. 

We know little of the creeds of tae churches 
in the first century of Christianity, but have 
reason to believe that each congrega- 
tion differed from all the others in 
its articles of faith, and that each was a small 
Republic, somewhat like Swing’s congregation, 
without any central authority to Which it was 
amenable. 

During our anti-Slavery le many of the 
Christian people who carr it through founda 
independent congregatious, as “* Comeouters,” 
while others remained in the old organizations, 
on the principle that a little leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump,“ and that it was the duty of 
anti-Slavery men to keep upthe agitation inside 
the churches. 

The same question presents itself now to 
those men who have ‘‘outgrown ” or fallen be- 
hind the churches to which they belong. There 
is a wave of feeling in favor of liberal Chris- 
tianity, and the question is whether it is better 
for those who agree with Canon Farrar on 
future punishment, and witb Bishop Colenso on 
inspirawon to withdraw from the churches which 
consider them heretics! It seems to me that no 
one should be deterred from such a step, fur the 
reason tuat be may not hope to build up a sect 
which shall survive him. It is each one’s busi- 
ness to do the work laid before him, the work 
needed in his own day and generation, without 
mach reference to future ages. best for 
any time is always best forall time, and if the 
Reformers bad — done the work ot their 
own age and spent less time making bottles and 
bottling up their new wime for future use, they 
would really have accomplished more for after 
ages as well as for their own. 

There is no view of Christ’s character of which 
religious teachers so often lose sight as that of 
a vine,” a growing, fruait-bearing vine, ever- 
green and full of verdure, ever yielding its 
succession of glorious fruitage.

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BIBLE-REVISION. 
CHANGES IN THE INTBREST OF SCIBNCE AND 
TOLERATION. 

To the Editor ef The Tribune 
CmO, Nov. 15.—Not long ago, an article 
appeared in Tux Sunpar TRisung written by 
Prof. Ezra Abbott, D. D., LL. D., giving a list 
of “the more important and remarkable“ of 
the various readings in the New Testament of 
which “the genuineness is more or less ques- 
tionable.” 
Perbaps your readers did not fully realize the 
importaace of these passages, and the revolu- 
tion which their omission from the Bible would 
work, both in the historical and doctrinal 
features of that volume. 
The following are among the readings the 
genuineness of which is not considered fully 


established: 

1. In Heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost; and these th: ee are one. 

And there are three that bear witness in earth. 
—1 John, v., 7—8. 

That this passage has long been disputed, is a 
fact well understood by Biblical students, and 
its importance in refereuce to the doctrine of 
the Trinity is too obvious for comment. 

2. So then after the Lord had spoken unto them, 
He was received up into Heaven, and sat at the 
right hand of God. —Mark, evi... 19. 

If this passage is spurious, there is left no ac. 
count of the ascension of Jesus, since Mark and 
Luke are the only Gospel historians who relate 
it, and the parallel passage in Luke has for 
some time been known to be an interpolation. 
That fact was demonstraced when the Sinait- 
ic manuscript of the New Testament, the one 
believed to be the oldest extant, was discovered 
by Dr. Tischendorff, about thirty years ago. 
The live at the close of the fifty-first verse of 
the twenty-fourth chapter of Luke, And was 
carried up into Heaven,” was, in the Sinaitic 
manuscripz found written at the top of the 
page, in different handwriting, and a mark 
made near the middle of the page to show where 
the words were sought to be inserted.

In this connection it is to be borne in mind 
that we have no manuscripts of the New Testa- 
ment written during the first three centuries af- 
ter Christ.

Especially was this the 
case with everything written in the first cen- 
turv. Of the Episties of Ignatius, eight have 
been pronounced spurious, and other seven 
were so changed that they appeared’ in two 
forms, called the long and rt recensions. 
Scarcely had scholars agreed which of these 
should be considered genuine when a third form 
was discovered in Syriac, which is claimed by 
some as the only true version. 

All lovers of religious toleration and of the 
utmost freedom of opinion and belief will re- 
5 to see so much evidence of intolerance 
ound to be spurious; or, what amounts to pret- 
ty much the same thing in a revelation, not well 
established. 

No one should object to the k of expurga- 
tion going on so long as such are ascer- 
tained to be not sufficiently authenticated.

These evangelists whose labors had 
been so successful were soon called eas and, 
by unanimous request, Mrs. J. F. Willing, a 
well-known and successful Christian worker, 
was invited to continue the effort of leading 
souls to Christ. The presence. of the Lord was 
so manifest in saving power from night to nigl 
that in March last it was decided to name this 
church Emmanuel (God with us). At a recent 
meeting of this young church, which now num- 
bers 150, the organization was perfected by 
electing the following officers: Trustees—Mr.

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IMERICAN RODELITY 


How the “ Naturally Selecting” Prin- 
ciple of Snobbishness May Give 
Us a Peerage. 


A British Social Philosopher Opens Glit- 
tering Vistas to the F. F. 
U. 8. Ae 
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Backwoods Magaaine for November. 
Compelied by an inexorable destiny to wan- 
der over the earth’s surface, I have ever found 
myself sharing, to an immense degree, in the 
aspirations of my fellow-creatures to develop 
into new and higher conditions, and, at the 
risk of appearing presumptuous, have not hesi- 
tated to offer them freely such counsel and 
advice as my vivid imagination and extended ex- 
perience might suggest. Hitherto J must con- 
fess that my efforts have been utterly unavail- 
ing; but, far from being discouraged, | feel 
constrained to present a young and rising uation 


mesg according to the great Liberal 
p tof Great Britain, at no distant date to 
eclipse the glory and absorb the wealth of our 
own island realm—a scheme which my recent 
observations of their tendencies and desires has 
led me to elaborate, in the hope that its merits 
will at once be recognized, and that, if they are 
unable to adopt it in its entirety, they will de- 
rive some hints which may prove of real and 
substantial benefit, It is only natural that, how- 
ever cosmopolitan the sympathies of an English- 
man may be, they should turn most readily to 
HIS AMERICAN COUSINS; 
and that, finding himself a prophet without 
honor in his own countc?,—where people are far 
too well satisfied with their own opinions, and 
with the conditions which surround them, to 
think they need assistance from anybody,—he 
should appeal to that more respective, progress- 
ive, and enligtened branch of the Anglo-Saxon 
family, where new ideas are eagerly entertained, 
new tendencies are ravidly developed, new de- 
sires constantly expressed, old problems solved, 
and time-worn habits of thought discarded. To 
this fresh and promising community, then, I 
address myself, ia the conviction that nothing 
Lean suggest will startle them, and that what 
may seem to the bigoted and intolerant mind 
of old-fashioned society absurd or impracticable, 
will commend itself to so enterprising and vig- 
orous a race as asimple and sensible scheme of 
social evolution. It is even possible that the 
stolid intellect of Europe, unable to discriminate 
between jest and earnest, may regard it asa 
feeble attempt at satire. Such an insinuation 
I pass by with contempt. 1 have never met 
an American who could deny that, while firmly 
maintaining that the theory was wound which, 
in the beautiful language of the Constitution, 
proclaims that all men were born equal, be was 
conscious practically that, physically, morally, 
and intellectually men are born extremely un- 
equal. In fact, m no country have lever met 
a man of any race who did not feel 
HE WAS VERY UNEQUAL. 
The same idea is clearly entertained by the 
higher class of monkeys, and may be observed 
manifesting iteelf in agreateror less degree 
througbout the animal kingdom; and it would 
not be difficult for eminent scientific men to 
prove that it must even in a modified form de- 
scend to the oyster. I may bere remark inci- 
dentally that I do not think the attention of nat- 
uralists has been sufficientiy directed to psycho- 
logical evidences of this kind, by which, apart 
from ail material proof whatever, the ascent of 
man from the lowest forms of animal life may be 
clearly traced. I regret I have no time to enter 
upon this subject more fully here; but it bas 
been necessary to allude to it, because, while the 
“instinct of inequality forms the basis of the 
glorious modern theory in regard to the origin 
of the buman race, it is also the basis upon 
which my new method of social evolution is con- 
structed. Ina word, to make my meaning more 
clear, as the “instinct of inequality’ must be 
the foundation of the instinct of evolution, 
without this instinct in the oyster it would never 
have been possible for the fittest’ to survive 
and evolve. Evidently it is the result of an 
aspiration on the part of the oyster to rise above 
its inferior or unequal condition. To use a 
social rather than a scientific term, it is manifest 
that we owe our development tothe inaate snob- 
bishness of the oyster. The theory of evolu- 
tion, reduced to its social expression, is there- 
fore 
THE THEORY OF SNOBBISHNESS; 

and it is from this principle—the grandest, the 
noblest, and the most powerful that has 7 
implanted iu the human breast — that we derive 
our origin; itis through ite mighty iafluence 
that we maiuotain our existence; and it is upon 
its latent potencies ’’ that we base our hopes 
for the future. Implanted more strongly in the 
Angio-Saxon race than in any other people on 
the face of the giobe, it has carried the British 
nation to the pinnacle of greatness and prosper- 
ity which it now occupies, though the sentiment 
is evidently weakening of late under the delete- 
rious influence of a prominent leader in the Lib- 
eral party; but it is developing a majesty in the 
United States which should cause a thrill of 
pride in the breast of every Engiishman when 
he recognizes how Morthy the people of America 
are proving themselves of the noble heritage 
they have received from the mother country. 
Never yet bave they thoroughly realized how 
much they owed to those Pilgrim Fathers, whose 
hearts throbbing and veins paipitating with the 
life-sustaining, naturally selecting ” principle 
of snobbishness selected, in obedience to its 
promptings, a noble and virgin continent upon 
which their descendants might evolve into 
social conditions denied to them in their own 
country. It ts to this principle I now wish to 
appeal for the purpose of directing it, if possi- 
dle, to a practical object. | 

Iunumerable evidences confirm my conviction 
that, no matter what a constitation drawn up 
to meet exigencies which have passed away 
may say politically, socially the principle of 


equality 
18 DOOMED IN AMERICA. 
In all the larger cities there is a class which 
openly calls itself, and is openly called by 
others, the aristocracy; and the more modern 
members of it are endeavoring as much as pos- 
sible to adopt the manners asd customs of 
aristocracies in other countries, to contract 
matrimonial alliances with them, and to bow 
down before them. They put their servants into 
livery, and emblason the panels of their car- 
riages with heraldic devices in which coronets 
and other insignia of nobility, and even of 
rovalty, may often be detected. Some have 
purchased property abroad and call themselves 
by its well-sounding foreign name; others have 
adopted the names of noble tamilies, and some 
have even gone so far as to assume foreign 
titles, which they use when abroad, and with 
the crests and armorial bearings of which even 
at home they stamp their note-paper and deco- 
rate their dinner menus. The demand has be- 
come so extended in this direction that two 
heralds’s offices have actually been opened in a 
fashionable part of New York to meet it, where 
coats of arms, crests, and mottoes may be ob- 
tainea to suit the name, taste, rank, and pedi- 
gree of the purchaser. A directory called the 
“Elite Directory,“ bound in purple leather 
with gilt edges, bas been published, and not 
long ago a newspaper was started in Chicago 
called the Jmperialist, advocating the formation 
of an aristocracy and suggesting names for titles 
which should be adopted. As far back as 200 
years ago so greata philosopher as John Locke 
recognized this latent tendency in the constitu- 
tion which he drew up for the Royal coiony of 
South Carolina, one of the provisions of which 
ESTABLISHED A HOUSE OF PEERS, 

composed of three orders of nobility, severally 
entitled landgraves, palatines, and caciques,— 
the landgraves to rank with English Earls, the 
palatines with English Viscounts, and the 
caciques with English Barons. This lasted three 
or four years, and the last landgraviate family 
has only become extinct in our own times. This 
spirit, as I have shown, still descends (as it 
ought) with even greater force to our own day 
and through all classes, so that every one who 
can, however remotely or obscurely, lay claim 
2 any military, political, or judicial title is 
roud to be addressed by it, while his fellow- 
citizens meet bis wishes in this respect as liber- 
ally as possible. Thus even porters and cabmen 
are called gentlemen, and laundresses and shop- 
women washiadies and salesladies. in the same 
manner, though orders are not permitted in the 
United States, the men and officers of the mili- 
tia regiments decorate their breasts with Free- 
Mason, Odd-Fellow. Knight-Templaf, Fenian, 
and other badges, which present @ truly martial 
and give the wearer an air of having 
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illogical as theologians. Go onwards and up- 
wards, then,on the bright and glorious road 
that leads to social eminence, Grant, Badeau, 
Pierrepont, worthy representatives of the noble 
race from which you have sprung: be not check- 
ed by the scoffing of the low-born and envious 
in your aspirations after precedence, decora- 
tions, and igree; the time will come when 
ali men will recognize in you, and others who 


are even now following your example, the 


pioneers of a 

NEW AND MIGHTY SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT, 
whose benign and mellowin influence will ul- 
timately extend, if it nas not already reached, 
to the gulches and canons of Calilornia. 

It being clear, then, that without social am- 
bition there can be no social evolution,—and it 
being abundantly evident from the illustrations 
1 have adduced that the sentiment of social 
ambition has of late years been acquiring over- 
whelming and uncontrollable force in she Amer- 
ican breast,—it follows that the moment is ripe 
for a specifle direction to be imparted to it. 
Unless thia is done there is a danger of a catas- 
trophic period, accompanied by social and bo- 
litical shocks, which may cause great disaster 
and even loss of life; whereas, if my pian is 
followed, there will be no more difficulty io 
trausjorining a rey into an aristocracy 
than there was in changing a monkey into a 
man. It will be a smooth, easy, and natural 
process, very similar to that of rubbing off your 
tail. What, in fact, are the poor, the low-born, 
and the uneducated of society but its tail Very 
well, then, if you want to evolve, you must 
rub it off. Nothing can be more self-evident 
than that; the question is how to do it 
without producing irritation. It is inherent to 
the process of transformation that it is rather 
painful; no amount of salves or caustics can 
prevent this; the problem is to have as littie 
soreness as possivle. Now it is natural that 
any attempt to form a pew couche socia:e will 
leave the class that is left out very sore; there- 
fore it will be necessary to discover a saive 
which may aliav the irritation. The salve 1 
propose is a political one. What do American 
aristocrats want to do with politics? Absolutely 
nothing! They wont dirty their fingers with 
politics eveu' now; how much less should they 
do so when they are the possessors of real 
titles! In all old aristocratic European coun- 
tries the aristocracy isa part of the political 
machinery; hence it is constantly brought into 
unpleasant collision with the masses, and is 
more or less unpopular, while it holds its posi- 
tion by a precarious tenure. Now, in America 
it would be quite different. Here I propose to 
construct in the first instaace 

A PURELY SOCIAL ARISTOCRACY, 
having no special political mghts or privileges. 
What need they care about political recognition 
at Washington if they are recognized socially 
by all the crowned heads of Europet In tact, it 
might be advisable that one of theirrules should 
preclude any member of Congress or politician 
from belonging to their order, though this 
might be relaxed in favor of ex-Presidents and 
ex-Ministers to foreign courts, who would give 
satisfactory proofs of their having achieved 
great social success and manifested a profound 
contempt for the politics of their own country. 
This entire exclusion from the arena of politics, 
while a necessary measure in initiating the or- 
der of aristocracy in America, would of neces- 
sity only be temporary. The irresistible forces 
‘at work would finally, as will appear later, 
sweep away all obstructions raised by the 
democracy to the overwhelming development of 
the aristocracy in every department of life, 
political and financial as weil as social; but the 
merit of the process consists in the fact that it 
would be entirely 99 by any open 
or active effort on tir part. Thus beautifully 
do the forces of Nature do their work when 
they are properly directed. 

It well known to scientific men that the most 
dangerous and disagreeable moment in the 
process of evolution is the first; ce nest que de 
premier pas qui coute. It is then that the animal 
first feels those wel)-known shooting pains; and, 
though they are accompanied by a certain feel- 
ing of gratification arising from the proof they 
convey to bis mind that he has been a spewume 
selected for the purpose on account of his fit- 
ness, still we have the most distinct testimony 
to the fact that the creature is often in great 
doubt at this trisis whether the game is worth 
the candle.“ Whatever scoffers may say to the 
contrary, there is nothing more clearly e&tab- 
lished than this,—so much so that many ani- 
mals can be proved to have shown hesitation 
in the earlier stages of the process. The 
ornithorhynchus paradorus, or duck-bill plat vpus, 
is an illustration of this; and the minute 
observation by naturalists of the men- 
tal structure of the aye-aye of 
Madagascar proves clearly that had it not been 
for an hereditary tendency to vacillation in that 
animal he would now have been a perfect ape, 
instead of being obliged to take retuge in the 
length of his finger-nails. Many other animals 
in the same way have thus stuck in the middle, 
and threugh a certaiu feebleness of aspiration 
have been unable to advance, while a retreat to 
their former condition, where they were much 
more comfortable, is cut off from them; for it is 
also established beyond a question that, how- 
ever much you may desire it, 

YOU CANNOT EVOLVE BACKWARDS. 

The same rules hold good morally which hold 
good physically. Indeed it is clear that this 
must be 80, as recent investigations by scientific 
men make it absolutely certain that mind is 
fluent or gaseous matier, and that matter is 
condensed and  solidifed mind. From 
which it follows that it is not im- 
possible that while the social evolution 
I am about to suggest is im progress, 
certain physical modifications may occur simul- 
taneously. These, as I have remarked, may be 
accompanied by shooting pains in the regions 
about to undergo change. This change wil! 
necessarily be in accordance with the dominant 
social aspiration, and therefore aristocratic in 
charac.er; thus the nostrils will become thinner, 
and more pink and distended; the ears smaller 
and more delicately lobed; the eyebrows more 
perfectly arched; defective features will be mod- 
ified so as to assume a more lofty and classical 
type; hands and feet diminished in size, and 
changes of form imparting greater elegance and 
elasticity to the frame will occur. Perhaps 1 
may be too bold in saying all this will occur. At 
the same time we havea long train of uninter- 
rupted testimony to prove that if nature be cou- 
sistent with herself they must occur, therefore 
I feel bound to give this warning to my sym- 
pathetic reader; but I do not imagine that the 
prospect of such a contingency, even though 
it may be painful, will check his noble ardor 
to rise. Still I would suggest as à preliminary 
measure that several secret conferences be held 
among those who, after reading this essay, feel 
instinctively drawn together by a common ap- 
preciation of the truth and of the sagacity and 
research by which it ie inspired. These will be 
the elite, the very creme de la creme of society. 
The majority, unable to detect profound wisdom 
in aform which appeals almost exclusively to 
the trained mind of science, and prejudiced 
against it by their religious bigotry, wül turn it 
to ridicule; but itis not those I seek to reach. 
The * fittest ” will at once respond, and it is by 
them that this t movement will be inaugu- 
rated.

ope, and it is not unlikely 
that Leo XIII. will ere long find himself 
so much in need of support that he would 
be glad to conciliate a young and powerful aris- 
tocra¢y by granting them this privilege. When 
this has been secured, and the Order numbers 
200 members, it will formally constitute itself 
in secret ion, and organize the four funda- 
mental institutions upon which its greatness 
and power will finally depend. These are the 
two Colleges of the Order,“ the “ Syndicate 
of the Order, and the “Tribunal of te 
Order.“ The colleges of the Order will consist 
of the Herald’s College and the Electoral 
Coliege.” 

THE HERALD’S COLLEGE 

will be composed of such members of the Order 
as, according to rules, which will necessarily be 
framed for tue guidance of the Order, hall be 
only qualified. Thé functions of the Heralds’ 
College will be to supervise Al matters connect- 
ed with armorial bearings, pedigrees, orders 
of precedence, etc.; it will repom upon alli- 
ances which it is desirable should be promoted 
with. the members of foreign aristocratic 
families, and decide upon the titles which, in 
the interest of the Order, new members snould 
assume. In all matters of taste the Heraids’ 
College should reign supreme. Thus, for in- 
stance, any one attaining the rank of Marquis, 


and desiring to call himself the Marquis of 


Mauch Chunk, would be compelied to abide by 
the veto of the College, if that body, as is most 
probable, refused, on @®sthetic grounds, its as- 
acut to the title. It would probably be found 
conv¢nient that a list of titles composed chiefly 
of sohorous and high-sounding names, such as 
Narragausett, Tuscarora, Onondaga, apd Ash- 
tabula, should be kept at the Herulds’ College 
for new members to choose from. The elabora- 
tion of the rules and regulations, the code of 
etiquette in matters AM dress, in forms of sajn- 
tation, and of styles of address in officiai and 
private correspondence will fall intothe Heralds’ 
College department. The sloveult manners of 
the present day, even in old aristocratic 
countries, are an evidence how much a 
supervision of this kind is needed; and we 
have the universal testimony of travelers to the 
fact that nowhere is there arace more formed 
by nature to inaugurate a movement of this sort 
than the 4 brauch of the Anglo-Saxon 
family; their polite consideration of the fair 
scx in cars and omnibusses and other places of 
public resort, and their chivalrous instincts in 
matters of single combat, especialiy in the 
South, are sufficient evidence that a code of 
honor might be revived under the auspices of 
the Heralds’ College, to which all Europe would 
speedily be compelled to conform. 

The functions of 

THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE 

are more simple; it would be composed only of 
the oldest and most trusted members of the 
nobility, whose business it would be to discuss 
the eligibility and vote upon the admission of 
new members. As the stability and dignity of 
the order must mainly depend upon the char- 
acters of the men who compose it, it is maniiest 
that the functions of the Electoral College are 
of the utmost importance. This body alone 
will be vested with the Papal authority to con- 
fer titles to which 1 have already alluded. 

The “Syndicate of the Order” is, in other 
words, its Financial Committee. As the power 
and influence of every aristocracy in every coun- 
try must depend rather ‘upon its wealth than 
anything else, and as land is too common in the 
New World to add very much to the social posi- 
tion or dignity of its possessor, it is of the first 
importance that every member of the aristocracy 
should not only be enormously rich, but that tis 
money should be well and safely invested. As, 
however, it would be beneath the dignity of a 
nobleman personally to attend to money mat- 
ters, or to be engaged in any other business 
than that connected with the chivairic pursuits 
of the Order, provision for the acquiring and 
preserving his wealth has to be made otner- 
wite. I may here say that members of the aris- 
tocracy will be allowed by the rules of the 
order, as laid down in the Herald's College, to 
enter the army, the navy. and the Church,—the 
art of first killing people and then saving their 
souls being one in which ail aristocracies have 
ever been proficient. At the same time it would 


be 

BENBATH THE DIGNITY 
of an aristocrat to enter any denomination for 
the latter purpose, uniess there was a good 
prospect of his being able to minister to the 
spiritual welfare of souls in the capacity of a 
Bishop. In all matters, whether they be con- 
dected with people's souls or bodies, the dig 
nity of bis Order must be his first considera- 
tion. Therefore, while he may bein the army 
or navy, abd receive pay without loss of dignity 
—for he receives it from the Government, and 
not from any one individual; and the function 
of persona! combat is a noble one—under no 
circumstances could he be a doctor, for he would 
then have to receive pay from an individual, 
and the function of saving life for pay has ever 
been considered by all orders of aristocrats ag 
igvoble. It is not the same with the Church, 
for here, as I have said, be may rise to 
a position of great authority and dignity, 
and he receives his pav, not from an 
individual, but from mas of individuals 
collectively. Nevertheless, it is not jikelythat 
many members of the order will adopt this call- 
ing, nor is it desirable that they should. No 
objection exists to their engaging in artistic, 
literary, of scientific pursuits, provided they are 
not paid for their labors. In order, then, that 
their riches may continuaily increase without 
any efforts on their part, the Syndicate of the 
Order 

BECOMES NECESSARY. 
Its composition is peculiar. In former times, as 
is well known, the buffoon and the domestic 
chaplain played an important part in the estab- 
lishment of every great noble. It has, for 
obvious reasons, been found no longer necessary 
to keep private buffoons, and even domestic 
chaplains are rare; but I would suggest, for 
reasons which I will presently explain, that the 
latter should form part of every American 
nobleman’s establishment, while I propose to 
substitute for the private buffoon an individual, 
whom I will call the 

“ PRIVATE MONEY-GRUB.”’ 

Strange as it may seem, tbe principal operators 
ou the Stock Exchange, the directors and con- 
trollers of the railway, telegraph, and steamship 
lines of the country, the Presiaents of banks 
and insurance com pabies, the leading merchants, 
the magnates of finance, in fact, would all 
eagerly seek the position of private money- 
grubs, for it would be the only avenue through 
which they could hope ultimately to become 
themselves ennobled. The private money-grub, 
after being allowed by the Syndicate enough to 
live upon, would have bis earnings divided into 
two equal parts. Half would go to the noble- 
man to whose household he was attached; the 
other half would be laid by for his own benefit 
until it reached the amount necessary to qualify 
him to be a candidate for the nonors of nobility. 
Hy this ingenious method it is plain that, while 
the aristocracy keep themselves removed from 
the defiling touch of commerce and business 
generally, they would indirectly exercise a most 
eg influence over the finance of the na- 
tion. 

In addition to the money-grub and the do- 
medtic chaplain there would also be attached to 
every noble family the family counsel.” The 
three would form a triumvirate essential to the 
maintenance and well-being of every nobleman’s 
establishment above a certain rauk, and would 
serve as checks upon one another. Thus the 
domestic chaplain might advise the money-gruo 
that a certain financial proceeding was morally 
right when it might be necessary for the family 
counsel, who Knew the law, to shoW that it in- 
volved legal penalties: or, on the other hund, 
the counsel might advise a course which was le- 
gallv safe, which the domestic chaplain might 
show to be attended with moral difficalties. 
Here the money-grub, in his turn, would Op- 
erate as a check on the chaplain, as he would be 
empvwered to reduce the salary of the latter 
just in proportion as he raised any such di- 
culties, while both counsel and chaplain would 
have an interest in seeing that the money-grub 
did not cheat his noble master, as their only 
chance of reaching the lower ranks of the no- 
bility would depend upon the fidelity with 
which they performed this service. By 

THIS SIMPLE AND BEAUTIFUL SYSTEM 
money would be made under the sanction 
alike of the law and of the Church, and fraud be 
rendered impossible. It is needless to remark 
that, as in many cases the family counsel would

of Judge, the rights and 


used for purposes common’ to the interests of 
the Order,—such as the building of clubs, 
churches, or theatres, which should be frequent-

admit tosuch privileges. Another part of this 
fund, to be called the “* dower fund.“ would be 
devoted exclusively to the providing of por- 
tions or dots for such daughters of noblemen as 
it was thought desirable, forthe due propaga- 
tion and maintenance of the Order, should con- 
tract alliances with the foreign noblemen who, 
being almost always mercenary, require as a 
first condition suitable marriage settlements. 
These would, of course, be graduated accord- 
ing to the beauty of the young lady, the rank 
of the proposed bridegroom, aod the advan- 
tages in point of con ion and in- 
fluence which he had to offer. Such 
questions would not, however, fall within the 
even of the Syndicate, who would simply 

ave to provide the money, but of the Heralds’ 
College, without whose concurrence and ap- 
proval no marriages among the aristocracy, 
either at home or abroad, could be contracted. 
This is necessary for purposes of physical evolu- 
‘tion, as it is of the utmost importance, in order 
to produce the highest organic results, that the 

STRAIN OF BLOOD SHOULD BE KEPT PURB. 
The neglect of this simple precaution must in- 
evitably prevent any further development on 
tife part of existing aristocracies, who will thus 
remain in au imperfect and rudimentary condi- 
tion, and finally occupy very much the same re- 
lation to the aristocracy of America that the 
Veddahs of Ceylon, the Bojesmen of South 
Africa, or tne aborigina! natives of Australia do 
to the Caucasian race. I have taken the trouble 
to make calculations, based upon the analogy 
of simliar enanges in the past, about which 
no doubt or mistake is possible, and I find tuat 
upwards of 2,730,000 vears must elapse before 
this contrast will exist to the marked extent I 
have deseribed. The change, however, will be 
watched with the greatest care and precision by 
scientific men, who will all ultimately them- 
selves be compelled. in order to escape this fate, 
to become American noblemen, 

I have been led into this sligat digression in 
order to show how grand and inspiring is the 
mission which the aristocracy of the New World 
has before it. itis needless to say thatit will 
be aided in its development by the peculiarly 
favorable conditions, both of soil and climate, 
wnhica are special tothe Western Hemisphere. 
Whiié the nations of Europe, in obedience to 
those sanguinary iastinets which prove their 
close connection with the ferm nature from 
which they are deseended, are engagedina 
fierce and bloody struggie, trom which it is very 
doubtful whether the fittest wilt survive, the 
Ameran aristocracy will be peacefully and in- 
teiligentiy improving its breed. Carefully 
avoiding, under the direction of their domestic 
chaplains, any differences of opinion on matters 
of theology, which can in no way advance the 
interests of the Order, they will not feel dis- 
posed to commit * atrocities’? on Christian 
principles, or otherwise check the physical 
progress of the race, out of regard for its spir- 
itual weliare. 

We now come to the fourth and last institu- 
tion, 

Tux “‘TRIBUNAL OF THE ORDER.” 

This will be composed of the most eminent and 
learned noblemen duly elected, together with a 
few family coansel who are most eligible for 
promotion. It will constitute a sort of Court 
of Appeal from the Herald’s College. Beiore 
it will be tried the cases of ail such noble 
men as have infringed the laws of the 
Order by assuming honors to which 
they are not en@ied; treating with 
ind: ference the rules of etiquette ; 
conducting themselves in private life or in their 
intercourse with the democracy in a manner un- 
bevoming their dignity; marrying or giving in 
marriage in disregard to the voteof the Heralds’ 
Coileze, and so forth. It wil! be a court of ref- 
erence and arbitration in all cases of dispute be- 
tween members of the Order, and it will try 
’ money-gruhs, family counsels, or domestie chap- 
lains, Who have proved unfaithful to their trust. 
There will be a scale of pains and penalties in- 
flicted proportionate to the offense committed, 
the most severe ot which will be expulsion from 
the Order, with deprivation of rank and excom- 
munication from ail social intercourse what- 
ever. Under no circumstances will noblemen 
be permitted to bring lawsuits against each 
other before the established judicatory of the 
country. This is partiy because it would not 
comport with their dignity todo so, and partly 
because the Judges, being elected by the 
democracy, and being themselves plebeian, 
they would, except in tne case case of a family 
counsel happening to be a qudge. decide upon 
Democratic principles, which as a rule do not 
further the ends of justice. The tribunal of 
the Order would therefore, in serious cases, have 
recourse to the far safer, more enlightened, and 
more expeditious method of trial by single 
combat before a jury of peers, according to the 
rules thereunto provided. 

From all this it will be seen that the nobies, 
while refraining from pursuits involving the ac- 
quisition of wealth, or from in any way mixing 
witb the common herd, 

WILL BE BY NO MBANS AN IDLE CLASS. 
Besides indulging in horse-racing, yacibting, 
coaching, hunting, and other manly sports they 
will have three professiqns open to them In ad- 
dition to the domain of art, science, and litéra- 
ture; besides which, the two colleges and 
tribunal will give ample serious occupa- 
tion to such of their members as have 
the privilege of belonging to these bodies. 
It is desirable that they should travel ex- 
tensively and spend much of their time in social 
intercourse with the aristocracies of other coun- 
tries. They will probably find life in the coun- 
try-houses of the British aristocracy especially 
congenial to their tastes. Here they will be 
well received, and there will be po objection in 
point of taste or etiquette to their protracting 
such visits indefinitely. It would be considered 
a duty and a privilege in England to entertain 
the nobility of America—a hospitality which the 
latter could return by restoring the fortunes of 
many poor and decaying families of the British 
aristocracy by bestowing upon the eldest sons 
well-portionea daughters. Having no ewtensive 
landed possessions, they would probably not 
have castles in the country in which to receive 
their noble guests should they return their 
visits; but this could be arranged by a system 
of palatial] hotels, such as already exist in the 
country. These would be five stories high, cor- 
responding to the ranks of the nobility—Dukes 
being accommodated on the first floor, Marquises 
on the secoud, and so on. 

It is probable that the identity of race, 
language, and religion would create a far closer 
sympathy and alliance between the aristocracies 
of England and America than between those of 
any other countries, and they could in many 
ways be mutually beneficial to each other. The 
degrading teudency which now characterizes the 
British nobility of entering into all kinds of 
commercial pursuits, migit then be checked. 
Insvead of going into the city and eking out a 
precarious and not very reputable livelihood as 
a guinea-pig on the boards of questionable com- 
panies, t rer scion of aristocracy 
would be hamed to degrade an order, the 
American branck of which was setting an ex- 
ample of purity, dignity, and the highest senti- 
ments of honor. Indeed, it is hichly probable

APPLY FOR ADMISSION INTO ITS RANKS. 
Such cases would come under the rules laid 
down in the Herald’s College, regulating the 
—— Ofgapplicants from foreign aristocra- 
cies. 

These rules would,be very strict in all matters 
of pedigree and antiquity of title; thus no 
British aristocrat whose creation did not date 
back beyond the first settlement of America 
would be eligible. No members of any French 
family ennobled since the revolution of 1779 
need apply. Austrian candidates must all prove 
their sixteen quarterings, and so on. Nor would 
this rule be relaxed in favor of Royal or ex-Royal 
families. While the Hapsburgs, Bourbons, 
Guelphs, Hohevzollerns, and even Romanoffs 
would be eligible, the Bernadottes of Sweden, 
and all the Bonaparte family, including the 
Prince Imperial, would be excluded.

NEW YORK. 
MME. GERSTER’S DEBUT. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

New Tonx, Nov. 14.—Gerster made a brill- 
iant debut Monday night, as { telegraphed vou 
briefly. Her immediate and unequivocal suc- 
cess was won tarough pure merit, in the face of 
disadvantages. She was weighted by such 
advance praise and laudation as rendered her 
audience at once highly expectant and critical. 
Added to this was the sympathy created by her 
severe illness, a chilling first experience in a 
foreign land, and the fact that Mr. Mapleson 
was in large measure dependent upon ber for 
the ultimate success or failure of his operatic 
venture ia America. In these trying circum- 
stances, Mme. Gerster made ber first appear- 
ance before as cultivated and brilliant an au- 
dience as ever represented the metropolis at 
the Academy. In these circumstances she won, 
thrilled, and captivated her hearers. 

THE AUDIENCE 

was about as much of a study as the opera was 
that night. At different stages of the opera’s 
progress there seemed to be an attempt to ro- 
strain the enthusiasm that was everywhere 
creeoing to the surface, as though people were 
afraid the ovation would be more demonstrative 
and emphatic than was becoming at a first hear- 
ing. But long before Amina reached the allegro 
„A non giunge,”’ this restraint had been cast 
away,and the manifestationof approval and 
delight was natural and full; while after the 
exquisite rendering of the pathetic“ Ah non 
eredea,” and her still more effective expression 
of heartfelt bappiness in the allegro, there was 
an outburst of feeling that gave thorough evi- 
dence of the artist’s power and the people’s 
verdict in her favor. The first app 
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Well, it is no wonder people were made to

A TRULY GREAT PRIMA DONNA 

is one of life’s rarities. The leading operatic | 
singers of the world may be counted on one’s 
fingers, not alone sopranos, but the tenors in- 
cluded. A rare artist merits rare recognition. 
Again, ah operatic representation complete in 
every part is almost as rare as creat ers are. 
The presentation of La Sonnambula” Mon- 
day night was the most perfect ever given in 
America. If I have heard that expression once, 
I have heard it fifty times, with no dissent. It 
is strong commendation to say of anything that 
no improvement in it could be suggested or de- 
sired; but 1 have heard that 1 suid 
also of Monday’s performance. e combina- 
tion was remarkably strong, and worthy of pres- 
ervation.

My first impression of Mme. Gerster was re- 
ceived, by a happy chance, at rehearsal. The

A SCENE 
such as was seldom, if ever before, witnessed at 
an Academy rehearsal. One day last week, not 
knowing that Mme. Gerster had recovered 
sufliciently to sing. 1 was passing along 
the Academy corridors toward Mr. Maple- 
son’s cozy box of an office. Suddenly there 
came to greet me the souad of orchestral music. 


Sicnor Arditi was leading his musicians through 


the beautiful passage at the opening of the last 
scene of La Sonnambula,“ where the chorus 
kneel in fear and trembling as the white-robed 
and sorrowing Amina‘crosses the blank over 
the stream by the mill, and in safety descends 
from her perilous position, all the while sleep- 
ing, yet in sleep singing of her lost lover and 
utter grief. In a moment there floated out 
through the haif-open doors of the auditory the 
clear and thrilling notes of a voice I had never 
heard before. I knew the singer must be 
Gerster, and could not resist the temptation to 
take a stolen glance at her. She was appealing 
to Heaven for Zivino’s happiness, ultering that 
yathetic “last prayer of an icted heart.“ 
ler face was not handsome, but it was heauti- 
ful. There could be no doubt, after witnéssing 
her expression, that she was feeling the situa- 
tion, acting from the heart. As she sang the 
requiem over her faded bridal-flowers one old, 
gray-haired member of the orchestra put his 
handkerchief to his eyes, and all the players, 
keen and sympathetic lovers of musicas they are 
were visibly affected. And when Amina, waken 
from her sleep by the replacing of the wedding- 
ring on her fluger, threw herseif into ber hus- 
band’s arms with the cry, “On giola! oh 
gioia!’’ the players rose and gave such a bravo 
as mdde the great empty auditory resound, 
while the chorus caught the Infection and joined 
inaround of applause. Atthe conclusion of 
the Ahl non giunge” there was another en- 
core that Mme. Gerster might weil be proud 
of. Soshe appeared to be, asshe smiled and 
bowed her thanks. : 

In conversation with Mr. Mapleson later, he 
said there was just such ascene at Her Majesty’s, 
in London, when the orchestra first heard 
Mme. Gerster. All his people were raving 
about her, the more because of her winning 
ways ana generosity toward all with whom she 
came in contact. 

“The difference between Gerster and some 
other great singers I might name,“ said the im- 
pressario, is that she is not grasping, vot one 
of the money-makers,’ as they are called. She 
is generous to a fault, and cares less 
about the money she earns than any 
leading artist [ have had to deal with.

THE THOMAS CHARSBER CONCERTS. 

The first of the Theodore Thomas Chamber 
Concerts was given in Cincinnati last week, the 
programme inclading the Mozart Quartet No, 
1, 1; Saint-Saens’ suite for cello and piano, 
op. 16; and Beethoven's Quartet No. 9 in C, 
op. 50. The Cincinnati Gazette says of the con- 
cert: 

With the exception of the suite for violoncello 
and pianoforte there was nothing new on the pro- 
gramme. The Mozart Quartetand the Beethoven 
Quartet are among the most familiar and best 
loved examples in this department of musical lit- 
erature, and their performance last night had @ 
characteristic force that made a comparison of 
their style interesting. The classical model for 
the type, as m would have it, was seen in the 
former; in the latter the perruke was removed; a 
more heroic strain adopted; the four instuments 
were given a more ambitious task, and made more 
perilous easuys; and with what effect? The ques- 
tion is not yet determined, for every new beauty 
born of herevic pains in the work of the later mas- 
ter ie. of necessity, contrasted with the perfect 
loveliness that marks every movement of the Mo- 
zart work. Besides, there is surely nothing su- 
perficial in feeling of the andante cantabile of the

CHICAGO. 
A LIGHT AND FROTHY WEEK. 

If there was nothing specially new or true to 
be seen or heard on the stage this last week, it 
didn’t much signify, as the play-going people 
appeared to have made up their minds to take a 
rest, and allow the opera to have a show. Out- 
side of opea, the theatres have been devoted to 
the light, frothy kind of entertainment various- 
ly known as burlesque, farce, extravaganza, 
variety, aud mammoth. The “mammoth” 
shows, strange to say, are usually the flimsiest 
of them all, consisting of jig dancers, 
song-and-dances, banjo strummers, rope- 
walkers, and the like. Toe only thing 
to be said about them is that they appear to al- 
ford unbounded delight to the class of peovle 
who patronize them. A young lady was taken 
to task ove day by her guide, philosopher, and 
friend,—the minister of the church she attend- 
ed,—for going so much to these frivolous enter- 
tainments. “What real enjoyment can you 
possibly find in such things?” said he. Is there 
anything intellectual in it; is there any instruc- 
tion to be found in it!“ She replied, “1 sup- 
pose not; 1 never stopped to think of that. But 
tell me, don’t you like to have your back rubbed 
when you are tired? Well, there's nothing in- 
tellectual or instructive in that, but then you 
like it all the same. I go to the 
theatre for the same reason that you agk your 
wife torub your back—because you like it.” 
We don’t know what answer the parson made te 
this saucy explanation, but we imagine the youyg 
lady was in the main right. The majority of 
theatre-going people go there simply to be 
amused, orto gratify an appetite for excite- 
ment, just as the majority of people drink beer 
ot because it is nourishing, but because they 
don’t know what else to do with themselves. 

Your “ unco guid”’ folks are ever and again 
raising the cry of depraved public taste 
when the town becomes overflooded with 
this variety trash But they seem to 
forget that the stage of to-day is supported, not 
as of old, by an exclusive class, but by the mass 
of the people, and that the mass do not go 
thither for instruction but for pleasure. In- 
structive entertainment is sought for elsewhere, 
and so the theatre degenerates naturally into a 
caterer, and the writer ot plays has to follow in 
the same path, and think not so much of mas- 
nifying his office,” as of producing just the kind 


of dramatic fodder that will go down easiest. 

There is no longer any distinction between 
coniedy and farce, such as there was in 
days when social . strata were more ac- 
curately detined, as in dress or wmaf- 
ners. 7 bo to the time of Cumberlaud 
there was a clear line of demarcation between 
the two forms of comic delineation. ** Comedy,” 
says Dryden in one of his prefaces, “consists, 
though of low ge! yet of natural actions 
and characters, such humors, adventures, and 
designs as are to be met with in the world. 
Farce, on the other side, consists of forced 
humors and unnatural events. Comedy pres- 
ents us with the imperfections of human na- 
ture; farce entertains us with what is 
monstrous and chimerical. The one causes 
laughter in those who can judge of 
men and manners by the lively 
representation of their folly or corruption; the 
other produces the same effect on those who can 
judge of neither, and that only by ite extrava- 
gances. . . In short, there is the same dlf- 
ference betwixt farce and comedy as betwixt an 
empirique and a true physician. Both of them 
may attain their ends, but what the one per- 
forms by hazard the other does by skill. And 
as the artiat is often unsuccessful while the 
mountebank succeeds, so farces more commonly 
take the people than comedies.”’ 

This seems a fair enough definition which may 
help those who like to prate of ‘‘ the legitimate“ 
to understand what they are talking about. The 
comedies of contemporaneous life cannot be 
like those of two hundred years ago, because 
the social condition under which they were writ- 
ten no longer exist. What we call comedy to- 
day would have been called farce then. “Our

Boys” is afarce,and so are all the so-called | 


comedies of the present day— Our Bachelore,”’ 
„H urricaues, and the thousand-and-one pro- 
ductions of a similar order which aim, not to 
depict contemporary life, but merely to pro- 
duce merriment contriving ridiculous and 
im possible situ 

This tendency is equally manifest in the more 
recent buriesques, whic seem to be for the 
mos part mere contrivances for the exhibition 
of tumbling clowns and prettily-draped nymphs. 
Physical 6 or well-proportioned charms, 
take the place of art even in this lower order of 
comedy work, which, some twenty years ago, 
employed artists of real ability. It is a notable 
fact that very few people who attend these ex- 
travaganzas are even to express much 
disaopointment if there is poor singing or poor 
music so long as the girls are pretty enough 
and the clowns make sufficient noise and

surely seem that the public would some time 
grow weary of this perpetual fooling,—this bur- 
lesquing of burlesque,—and seek a more rea- 
sonable sort of enjoyment.

THE NEW PLAY AT THE STANDARD. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

‘New Tonk, Nov. 13.— Henderson has struck 
oil at the Standard Theatre with his new play, 
„Almost a Life,“ of which I gave you a synop- 
sis two weeks ago. I am glaq of it, for two or 
three reasons. In the first place, Henderson is 
a plucky manager, who has made fortunes and 
lost them with equal calmness. He gathered to 
himeelf, years ago, a big stack of ducats as a 
“cireuit’? manager tn the East. Then he 
leased the Opera-House in Providence, where 
he is said to have parted with $50,000. After 
that he came to New York, and secing, as he 
thought, a bonanza in Josh Hart’s Eagle The- 
wtre, reached out and scooped it in. His first 
venture this season gained the distinction of 
being the most colossal thing in the failure 
line ever seen here. The second attempt was 
not much better, and Emmett jumped in to 
pull the business up. His engagement closed 
last Friday night, and the following evening 
the new play was produced. Everybody was 
there, and pretty nearly everybody said before- 
hand that the piece would be a failure. That is 
one of my reasons for being glad that it is a 
success. When 4 lot of actors, litterateurs,

THE MILWAUKEE MENAGERIE. 

As stated in these columns last Sunday, Tus 
TRIBUNE’s statement of the fact that the so- 
called Milwaukee Club was not likely tobe ad- 
mitted as a member of the League next year, 
and the further fact that it was still in arrears 
to several players, has raised quite a breeze, and 
the moet strenuous efforts are being made to 
counteract its effect, but thus far without much 
success. After all the Milwaukee papers had 
yelped about the matter, the manager of the 
lud, Jack Chapman, took occasion during a 
trip to Cincinnati to publish a statement in the 
papers of that city emphatically denying the 
truth of the charge made by Tus 
TRIBUNE, saying that he bad seen 
every one of the men paid in 
full. Mr. Chapman may be very honest in his 
belief that all the Milwaukee players were set- 
tled with according to contract, but, unfortu- 
nately for. him, the facts do not bear him out, 
but, on the contrary, goto show that he either 
misrepresented the matter or did not know 
what he was talking about. It was not the in- 
tention of this paper, when the matter was first 
broached, to enter into any elaborate discussion 
of the subject, but, inasmuch as its statements 
have been denied by several interested parties, 
there is nothing left but to go ahead and catch 
the coon. In the first place, let the matter of 
salaries be considered. It will not be denied by 
the Milwaukee management that Peters was not 

in full. The Cope for this action is that 

e violated his co t by refusing to play 
when ordered, and therefore was not 
entitled to his wages. This is the 
thinnest kind of an argument, but 
whether it will hold water or not this paper 
does not propose to say. But Peters is not the 
only man who claims to have been the victim 
of some rather sharp practice at the hands of 
the Milwaukee Club. Joe Ellick is one of the 
sufferers. ‘The facts in his case may be learned 
by a perusal of the following letter from him, 
which states the case very plainly: 

To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Cancinnasit, Nov. 9.—In the Zuquirer ef this 
morning ie an articie from Manager Jack Chap- 
man, of the Milwaukees, stating that Tun Cm 
caGo {TRIBUNE'S accusation that the Milwaukee 
Clad were not paid up in full was false. 

I wish to contradict Manager Chapman's state- 
ment. The Milwaukee Club has not paid me for 
services rendered during the past season, 

During the monta of June the Club released me 
verbally, the cause of my release being that they 
had too many men—fourteen. 

After that time I served on the gate at Mr. 

request. In fact, Iremained in Milwau- 
kee for six or eight weeks after the 22d of June, 
and finally Mr. re gave me a ticket to Cin- 
cinnatl. And that was all the pay I received dur- 
ing all that time. Jor J. KLiicx. 

But there are still others who are quite cer- 
tain that the Milwaukee Club owes them mouey 
for services rendered. One ot them is Golden, 
well known in this city as a square man and 
ball-player. He has a claim for unpaid salary, 
and has placed the facts in his case in the hands 
of Secretary Young. These instances should be 
sufficient to 7 . to any fair-minded person 
that, when t 19 said the Milwaukee Club 
bad not paid all its players in full, it was not 
very wide of the mark. 

In to the admission of the Club into

> n the Milwaukee Club applied 

for admission it was a recularly-organized con- 
cern, with proper officers, ete. Along to- 
wards the middie of the season the audiences 
which attended the games became more and 
more microscopic, until at last it was a matter of 
some @ifficulty to discern them at all. As no 
audiences means no money in the treasury, the 
Club very soon reached a point where financial 
dissolution was an unpleasant) y prominent real- 
ity. A gentleman named Rogers nad a claim 
against the concern, and proceeded to close up 
the grounds and arrange for the funeral gener- 
ally. He finally concluded to reorganize the 
corpee, and did so, thereafter signing himself as 
proprietor.“ The long and short of the mat- 
ter is, that the Milwaukee Club, as admitted to 
the League, died some time ago, and the me- 
nagerie of which Mr. Rogers is proprietor and 
Mr. Chapman manager cannot be foisted upon 
the e, as at present constituted, as a bona 
fide ball club. its very appearance and actions 
are ust it. League does not want any 
members which cannot pay hotel bills, and this 
the Milwaukee menagerie has been unable or 
unwilling to do. Lest the Milwaukée papers 
should waste type in denying this 
assertion, THs TRipune will say that the 
hotel is located at Rockford,in this State, and 
not only did the Milwaukeeans omit the pleas- 
28 ceremony of paying the bill. but borrowed 
$15 to get out of town with. Such little eccen- 
tricities are liable to prejudice almost any fair- 
minded man against the organization, aud for 
this reason Tus Tumors thinks that the ques- 
tion of the Club being admitted to the League 
— year has already been settled in the nega- 

ve.

Tucson, Arizona, Oct. 21, 1878.—We had 
learned in the Patagonia Mountains that we 
were but five miles from Mexican territory, 
that is, from the Mexican State Sonora, and so 
Mr. Farrel and I decided to continue our journey 
through the valley of the Santa Cruz by way of 
the Mexican city Santa Cruz. A glance at the 
map will show that the Patagonia Mountains 
extend into Mexico. 

We left the mountains to the west and trav- 
eled on à pretty good road into the Santa Cruz 
Valley, reaching the City of Santa Cruz, where 
we intended to put up for the night, at about 
4 o’clock in the afternoon. 

But where put up in a city of cut-throats and 

thieves, who exist entirely on foraging expedi- 
tions into Arizona? We were surrounded by 
about forty or fifty men, many of whom bad 
perhaps never before seen a covered vehicle; 
among them was one whose clearer com- 
plexion and rather intelligent looks attracted 
my attention. I had my friend ask him to show 
us to a hotel, and he did show us into an appar- 
ently empty house, without furniture of any 
kind. Wehadto put-up with what we found, 
unharnessed our horses, and carried all the con- 
tents of our wagon for safekeeping into our 
“hotel.” Our horses we would not risk in the 
open street, and so bought some corn- 
stalks and fastened them in the inclosure 
back of our abode. Then we ordered something 
to eat from our host and inspectéd the interior. 
It was the old story. The walls pitch-biack 
with dirt, the windowless room lighted dimly 
by a tallow-candle, an old hag surrounded by 
some naked imps cowering on the floor. In 
such surroundings we were invited to eat a sup- 
per, the very sight of which almost turned my 
stomach. God forbid that these savages ever 
should be admitted into the Union. We spent 
the night on the clay floor, guarding our prop- 
erty. 
At 4 clock I rose to look after our horses. 
As soon as the night had passed 1 took a walk 
through the streets, which were by no means 
inviting, I did not see a single win- 
dow in the whole place; the doors 
of the buts stand open, and | cannot see how 
the inhabitants slept in disgusting confusion on 
the floor. At daybreak the dirty crowd crept 
out of their holes. The Mexicans in Sonora 
know no beds, vo furniture. They sleep on the 
bare floor under blankets, which they use as 
dresses in the daytime, eat from the floor, and 
never use a chair. 

The experience we had undergone at supper- 
time was enough, and we depended on our own 
stores for breakfast. We were glad to get out 


of the god-forsaken place, and for hours we } 


—— looking backward, to see if the thieving 
villains were not following us to get our lives 
and our property. 

Our journey continued on the banks of the 
Santa Crus, and brought us about 3 o’clock 
again into Arizona. t 6 o’clock we reached 
the ranche of an American, of whom my com- 
panion had told meso much that I was quite 
anxious to make his acquaintance. He is of 
good family, has some education, and came 
here about twenty-five years ago. He has read 
a great dgal, and experienced all the different 
phases of frontier life. About five years ago he 
had to defend himself against a band of red- 
skins. He shot five of his assailants down, but 
was wounded in the foot, and would, 
with his family, have fallen a victim to the Indi- 
ans had not help come from outside. Three 

ears ago he was elected Treasurer of Pinca 
County, and is generally held in great esteem by 
allthe people on the frontier. His wifeisa 
Mexican woman. Oue should think that an edu- 
cated American would elevate a savage half- 
Indlan— that and no more are the Mexican 
women in these parts—to his own level, would 
educate her, but the contrary is the case. Since 
Ihave been in Arizona, I have learned that 
Americans are the worst educators. lostead of 
elevating their Mexican wives, they 

LOWER THEMSELVES TO THEIR LEVEL. 

The American looks apon his Mexican wife as 
his mistress, increases the number of his chil- 
dren every year, but does not trouble himseif 
about the education of either his children or his 
wife, and loses all taste for comfort. 

He is the owner of 600 head of fattened cattle 
pasturiog on his land, of 100 or 200 hens running 
about his house and yard, of several horses, and 
of pertiaps 2,000 head of sheep. Still, with all 
this wealth,the interior of his domicile is simply 
miserable, I found the entire family sitting on 
the bare floor around the fire. Not far from 
them, in the same room, was an old blind horse, 
traveling around in a circle, driving a mill, con- 
sisting of two flat stones, the upper one of which 
is turned over the lower one by means of a stick 
hitched toit, to which the horse is tied. The 
mul is fed through a hole in the upper stone. 
In another corner we saw an old woman dressed 
in ragsand dirty, oh, so dirty, from head to 
toe. She was grinding between two stones the 
Mexican favorite delicacy, penole.“ Penole 
is made of wheat that is first boiled, then roast- 
ed, then rubbed fine, and at last sifted. 

Anice place we saw indeed. However, I 
fared pretty well, as 1 was agsicned toa separate 
room in the building. which had no windows, 
but which contained a chaig and an iron bed- 


} stead. The latter was turned over to me, while 


the family slept wrapped in blankets on the 
bare floor. Our supper was taken outdoors at 
about 7o’clock. It consisted of beans, misera- 
ble bread and cake made of peas. Notwith- 
standing the yard swarmed with hens, no eggs 
were to be had; notwithstanding the large herds 
of cattle, neither milk nor butter was provided ; 
nor were there muttou-chops, nor pork, nor 
lard, notwithstanding the wealth of my host in 
sheep and pigs. And such conditions as those 
are by no means exceptional; on the contrary, 
they prevail almost everywhere where Ameri- 
cans are married to Mexican women. 

Of course, some exceptions are to be found. 
I met in Tucson severa? very well educated and 
pleasant-mannered Mexicans, who carried on 
considerable trade and enjoyed well-appointed 
houses; Dut they are very rare exceptions in- 
deed. I have so far hardly met a dozen Mex- 
icans who could lay claim to pure Castilian 
blood. Those who are of pure race, or at least 
three-fourths so, live like civilized people. The 
general run of Mexicans, however, shows feat- 
ures like those of the Repapo Indians, with 
whom they seem to have mixed the most. 

About noon we reached Tuhac, an old Mex 
ican city, which, under Mexican as well as uu- 
der American Government, up to a few years 
ago served as a military post. The city is 
now run down. It contains about ten Mexican 
families, one American, and one German, both 
married to Mexican wives. The former is a 
trader, and furnishes supplies to the mines; 
the latter keeps a hotel. To the credit of the 


German race it must be mentioned that in the 


German’s family everything appeared clean and 
neat. His children talk English, and are at 
work about the house, while his wife can make 
a capital roast of lamb, cook meat, vogeta- 
bles, etc. 

In the afternoon we left Tuhac for the Santa 
Ritas Mountains, where we were to inspect the 
Aztec, Tyndale, and Toltec mining districts. 
We found prospects for some rich mines, but so 
far but little development. The Actec Syndi- 
cate sold their mines, some twenty in number, 
hut a little while ago, to a corporation in Phila- 
delphia for $150,000. We there met an English- 
man, a Mr. Hunter, who was going to start a 
ten-stamp mill, for which the machinery is now 
on the road from Cincinnati. Mr. Hunter, who 
used tosuperintend some mines in Utah, has 

reat expectations in regard \to this district. 

r. Wailer, in Lake View, is also said to have 
bought four mines lately in the Aztec district. 

Capt. Jenks, a former resident of Chicago, 
and formerly connected with the house of Un- 
derwood & Co., but now the proprietor of some 
mines here, gave us lodgings — the nigut, and 
a good supper cooked by his own hands. 

We found in the mountains quite a number of 
mines which had been abandoned for a number 
of years, but are now being worked with very 
good results. | 

After stopping a day, we again passed through 
Tuhac, and arrived late at night gt Cerro Col- 
orado. There Gen. Heintzelman, asSisted by a rich 
company of European and American capitalists, 
worked a mine, some twenty ago, which 
yielded rich treasures. But the Apaches drove 
the miners off, burned the b — gs and the 


Some fifty men wer 
shaft, which is said to be 260 
contain untold treasures, was be 


church built of 


speaks the English language quite flüently. 
He told me he expected to ship about 75,000 
pounds of wool during this year. 

Alter breakfast we put saddleson our borses— 
we had to borrow saddles, as the roads would 
not admit of our using the wagons—and rode 
into the mining districts, which had an especial 
interest for me, owing to the fact that some of 
its mines are partly owned by a Chicagoan, Mr. 
William Sturges. The Superintendent of the 
mines was kind enough to show us around, and 
Irather gained the belief that they promise 
well for permanency and rich yields. On our 
return trip we stopped atthe place where the 
company of St. Louis and Indiaua gentlemen, 
which 1 mentioned once before, is erecting a 
twenty-stamp mill. The location appeared weil 
chosen. Water and feed are near at hand, and 
a number of good mines are in the immediate 
neighborhood. The building was almost finish- 
ed, and they were laying the foundation for the 
machinery. The boilers and a steam-engine had 
already arrived. They expect to be in working 
trim within the next three months. 

At 3 o’clock in the afternoon we started again 
by wagon, but were obliged, after having crawl- 
ed about eight miles, to leave vur wagon on the 
road and to continue our journey if the saddle. 
We then were several miles distant from any set- 
tlement, aud I felt rather nervous about leaving 
Our wagon, harnesses, etc., behind, entirely un- 
protected, but my friend allayed my fears with 
the assurance that the Mexicans would only 
steal horses. He, with others, did not think for 
a moment that any one but a Mexican would 
commit an unlawful act. About 7 o’clock ia the 
evening we reached the mining district of Ora 
Branko, a tent inhabited bv three most amiable 

‘oung meu, engaged in gold and silver hunting. 

Vith them we found the usual hospitality. 
Thev immediately proceeded, in charge of Mr. 
Durand, a Frenchman, as chief cook, to pre- 
pare a royal supper. Tue offered 
us a  venison-steak, splendi bread, 
preserved pears, excellent coffee, ete. 
I have not often spent an evening more pleas- 
antly than in their company. The gentlemen 
were ail well educated, full of fun, and splen- 
did story-tellers. Each could teli of his rich 
and varied experience. Every one of them was 
owner of seven to nine mines, aud they were 
now engaged in settling up some law business, 
but they are just as good at handling spade and 
pickax as the most robust sou of Ireland. Later 
inthe eveniug an old miner, living near by, 
came into the tent, who recognized in me 
an old acquaintance. His name was Shay, and 
he came to Chicago forty years ago. 
He _ recollected more of my life 
in connection with the political struggles of the 
years 1857, 1858, and 1859, when he left Chi- 
cago, than I did at the moment myself. He 
had taken a great interest in me in Chicago, 
and recollected all that had happened with 
which my name was connected in the old 
Seventh Ward; he even reminded me of amus- 
ing incidents in the boyhood days of my son and 
of my nephew, Albert Reinke, whom he 
used to see when he passed my house. Every- 
thing he said was so interesting to methat I 
asked for permission tostay with him in his 
cabin over night, and he insisted on leaving his 
bed to me and resting on the floor. Our con- 
versation lasted until 2 o’clock in the morning. 

ORO BRANKO LIES NEAR 
the Mexican line, several miles west of Santa 
Cruz. This district is sure of a very great fu- 
ture. The mountains are thickly covered with 
oak, and there is plenty of water. The mines 
are excellent, age sag large veins and vield- 
ing pretty rich ore. he discoverers, Kirk- 
patrick, Flood, and Hutchins, have so far made 
but very few sales; for six mines they got 

75.000. The purchaser was a Dr. Allen in In- 
dianapolis, if 1 am rightiy informad. The vil- 
lage of Oro Branko, containing five or six 
cabins, is entirely deserted. It was formerly 
inhabited by Mexicans, who have gone away. 

On the second’ morning we started on our way 
back to Tucson, about seventy-five miles’ travel 
from Oro Branko. This district, I should say, 
is the last one of the mining districts discover- 
ed south vf Tucson. The first day we made 
about fifty miles, as I greatly desired to visit an 
old well-preserved church, standing about nine 
miles from Tucson off the road. For about 
thirty miles we traveled the same road we 
came, until we struck the Santa Cruz 
Valley north of Tuhac. About 6 o’clock we 

repared to stop over night in the open air. 

e found grass enough to prepare a soft 
couch, but, unfortunately, it contained 
a terrible lot of weeds full of thorns. Every 
shrub is thorny; there are briars on every flow- 
er, on every weed, and, when one strikes a cac- 
tus, itis hard to keep from swearing, and one 
would like to raise Cain. But no, I have never 
really become furious at those little troubles. 
I suppressed the swearing, and laughed and 
joked away the pain. 

The worst was, however, our provisions be- 
gan to run short. We bought supplies where 
we could, but also sharea often with the miners 
we met. In Oro Branko we had given away 
pretty much all we had; @nly afew crackers 
and some bacon was left, aud all I could find in 
a store were two boxes of sardines. Our supper 
as well as our breakfast, therefore consisted ex- 
clusively of sardines, hali a dozen crackers, and 
a few cups of penole (boiled, roasted, and 
ground wheat), dilated with water. Early the 
next morning we started again, had a hearty 
meal about dinner-time at a ranche, and con- 
tinued our journey to St. Xavier's Church, the 
Passion-Misston, and the Reservation. Coming 
from the south, about fifteen miles from 
Tucson, one gets intoa heavy mesquiti forest 
belonging to the Indians. Here one sees hand- 
some cattle, uice corn-ficlds, and  weli- 
cultivated wheat-lands, the latter, of 
course, now harvested, and all this 
the property of the Papagos Indians. This 
tribe was converted soon alter the starting of 
the mission by the Franciscan Brothers. I ara 
told it now numbers some 5,000 souls. The 
Papagos never had any subsidies from the Goy- 
erumeut; they were always e, are sober, 
moral, aud exist on agriculture. The location 
for the church is well selected; it affords a 
splendid view of the plain and of the valley, 
and is surrounded on three sides by hills. I was 
astonisted on entering the church to find grand 
traces of former splendor and even present 
beauty, which I had not dreamed to expect in 
this spot, far off from all civilization. 

The present building, 1 am told, was begun, 
in 1768, and finighed in 1798, in place of an old: 
un-dried brick. it is 115 fect 
long by seventy feet wide, has a dome and two 
spires. It is builtof brick, covered with cement. 
The interior presents the shape of the cross. 
Over the front entrunce the coat of arms of the 
Franciscan Order is cut in stone, flanked by 
several statues of saints which are by no 
means badiy executed. Around the roof rugs 
an ornamental cornice, made of cement. The 


church contains tree altars and a number of 


statues. The walls are covered with fresco-paint- 
jugs, and everywhere the eye is met by 
traces of former splendor, csvecialiy of rich 
gilding. The bigh-altur is consecrated to the 
patron-saint of;the church, St. Francis Xavier, 
aod quite a remarkable work of art. The ceil- 
lug iu the main entrance contains a frescv- 
painting representing the Holy Supper. To 
the right ot the altar there is the sacristy, iu 
which our guide, an old Papago Chief, showed 
us the treasures of the church,—rich church- 
vestments made of silks and velvets, embroid- 
ered with gold, a very heavy gold chalice of 
magnificent workmanship, and a crucifix 
wrought by an artist's hand. We were also 
shown an old Missule printed in 1700. The old 
Chief told us io goud English that every Sunday 
a priest visited the church to read mass aud 
preach in Spanish. . 

Very near by is a little Indian village, which 
looked exactly like Tuhac and other places, in- 
habited formerly by the Mexicans. The old 
Chief served as guide here also; he was as happy 
as a child when we rewarded him for his trouble, 
and 1 told him I had come all the way from 
Chicago to visit his church. 

Nicht was apprvaching when we started again, 
and we arrived a little past 7 o’clock at Tucson, 
we had left a fortnight ago, after «a 

ourney of over 400 miles dy wagon, 
ides many miles in the saddle. 

It was done, and we were glad to rest after hav- 
ing taken a bath and changed our clothes—our 
old ones were perfect rags. Later on | madea 
call at a German tavern, where a pretty good 
f beer was to be had.

The latter's 
opinion was that those policies upon which there 
were no liablities were not insurance policies at 
all, and that the Protection Life was not an insur- 
bute sort of collection agency.

AT THIS POINT BEGAN THE CKOSS-EXAMINATION 
by Mr. Weber. The witness was shown a paper 
containing the assessment lists, made by a clerk in 
the Protection office, and was asked if he had veri- 
fied the figures by referring tothe books. He re- 


plied that he had. ‘The same formula 
was gone through with in reference 
to fthe restoration analyses and the 


death-losses. lle explained that the reason for go- 
ing back to Feb. 28 in making bis report (the ex- 

amination being actually begun April 23) was be- 
cause he wanted to prevent the Company from fix- 
8 the books. 

r. Weber read a list of death - losses not includ- 
ed in Woods’ report, and on each one asked him 
why he bad not included it in that report. The 
witness gave several explanations. Many of the 
names read, he said, were of persons who had 
died before Feb. 28. bat whose claim had not been 
fully filed until a month or more later. These, he 
said, couid not be counted as liabilities before Feb. 
28. In regard to persons who had been members of 
Trust Associations, the witness said that their claims 
were always paid immediately on their death, the 
reason being that the Trust Associations were 
always in debt to the Company, and the claim was 
therefore paid by simply crediting the associations 
with the amount of the policy. There were other 
death-losses which the witness did not pretend to 
account for, simply saying that he ought to have 
included them in bis report, and did not know how 
he happened to miss them. Mr. Weber also called 
his attention to numerous death-losses which the 
ledger showed to have been paid in September or 
October, 1876, but which were not assessed for 
until March or April, 1877. The witness said he 
had only look to see whether or not certain 


claims had been paid,—not to see when 
they were paid. The date he considerea of 
no consequence, Mr. Weber iso called 


his attention to several losses which had been 
assessed for and collected, but which had never 
been paid, but the witness did not know anything 
about them. 

At this point some objections were made a the 
Opposing counsel, and Mr. Weber stated that he 
proposed to show that in a certain class of policies 
called 

„A POLICIES ”’ 

the Com ny guaranteed to pay to the beneficiary 
$1,000 certain, and a percentage on ail that it 
could collect over that amount from the members 
of that class. He would also show that for all these 
— — where their face value was $5, 000, Woods 
ducted $4,000, and even threw off the other 
$1,000 in numerous thus taking off 
: part of the liabilities of 
the Company. the exact amount thus 
taken off being $214,000. There were also $85, 000 
of losses in which the proofs had not been filed 
Feb. 28, but which should have been charged as 

liabilities. 

The witness continued. In his report he had 
credited the Company with $27. 000 for the amounts 

but not collected, that being customary in 
ali insurance examinations. He allowed tne Com- 
op credit also for the cash on hand and in bank. 

e did not go around to the bank to verify the ac- 
count, but took the bank-book for his authority. 
He dib not know that at the time the Protection 
ens y was owing the banks large sums of 
money. for which they had deposited as security 
premium and stock notes. 

The Court adjourned unti until Monday morning. 


THE GRAND JURY. 


disappointed all the expectations formed of it Fri- 
day by adjourning yesterday without returning any 
indictments. Tue explanation given is that they 
were on the Hibbard case, had learned from mere 
fumor that Judge Blodgett wanted them to get 
through during the day, and probably would, 
should they present the Custom-House indict- 
ments, dismiss them to their homes, in which 
case the work on the Hibbard case would 
be wholly lost. That was what they had heard, or 
are said to have heard, and on this mere hearing, 
according to one story, they resdived to take the 
matter into their oon hands, so to speak, and to 
adjourn till Monday morning at 11 o'clock, when 
they could resume the Hibbard investigation, of 
which they seemed to be afraid they might be 
baiked had they presented themselves before 
Judge Blodgett yesterday with the Custom-House 
indictmenta. Then another story is that the fac- 
tion in the jury who are trying to ring in a lot of 
Government officers of unquestioned probity in 
order to indict them along with Hills, Mueiler, 
Mills, Barling, and Prussing, so as to make 
the whole thing appear r ridiculous, 
asse themselves strongly. and even drew to 
their support some who we previously held aloof 
from such a scheme. It is said that concessions 
were made, the effect of which was to make it al- 
together probable that Reed and Wheaton, who 
were formerly employed about the Government 
stoneyards, will a be indicted. On whatever 
rock the jury split, however, it is clear that they 
did split, and the result of it all was the postpone 
ment of indictment-day for an indefinite period. 
This jury, it may be remarked, is, above ail oth- 
ers, a peculiarly constituted sort of an organiza- 
tion. 

Some further advances were made in the Hiboard 
case, the examination of Mr. Knickerboker being 
carried on during the breathing-epelis that ec- 
curred between the warring factions. It is de- 
lieved that a few mn will end the 
entire business of the jury, although the man can- 
not now be found around the buildinggwho has the 
hardihood to fasten the thing down to any definite 
time.
